Under ‘Shooters’ Prob- 
lems’ in your November 
issue D. Homan Dodge 
asks whether it is possible to kill an 
African lion with a .30/06 rifle. If Mr. 
Dodge holds his rifle steady and shoots 
straight when he comes up with the 
lion, he will find his .30/06 quite good 
enough for any African lion or any 
other four-footed animal on earth. 

I have killed lions easily with the 
British service .303 magazine rifle (30- 
in. barrel). I have also used a double 
500 Jefferey’s, .416 magazine, .375 
H. & H. Magnum, and other rifles. The 
375 H. & H. Magnum is the one I pre- 
fer to all others I have used. 

A lion is a soft-skinned animal and is 
easily killed if the bullet is placed right 

ind is the right kind of bullet. 

Over a period of 50 years spent in the 
lion country of South Africa I have kept 
count of more than 4,500 lions shot. I 
have ranger friends in the Kruger Na- 
tional Park who have shot more than 
4100 lions with the long-barreled Lee- 
Enfield service rifle, using solid 215-gr. 
bullets with an X nicked on the points 
to make them open up, or bullets with 
a small, soft nose. 

The late warden of the Kruger Park 
killed more than 800 lions in the last 
40 years, and fully 80 percent of these 
were killed with the .303 rifle. Of course,

We have in our household 12, 16, and 
20 gauge guns and shells. Long ago, 
for our own protection, we instituted 
our own color scheme which has held 
through the years. All our 12 gauge 
shells are blue, all 16’s green, and all 
20's red. We buy ‘em that way; regard- 
less of make, they must be the right 
color or no sale. 

We picked the danger color, red, for 
the 20 gauge as an added protection 
against having one slip entirely inside 
a 12 gauge breech, creating an addi- 
tional hazard. Any other color com- 
bination could be used.—L. S. Breeden, 
Omaha, Nebr.

% SQUIRRELS AND SCATTERGUNS 


Tothe Editor I have long approved 
Outdoor Life: Jack O’Connor’s stand 

on undergunning, but 
it seems to me that this trend toward 
more gun has one of our finest little 
game animals on the spot. I’m talking 
about the squirrel. 

As opening day approached last fall, 
I sorta sniffed around all my old squir- 
rel haunts with a long face, wondering 
whither went all those little bushy- 
tailed rascals of yesteryear. Seemed 
like most of the survivors had moved 
into town and taken up residence in the 
clump of trees just outside my window 
to taunt me. 

When I was a wee lad and had just 
discovered OUTDOOR LIFE, I used 
sally forth into those same woods with 
a little Hamilton clutched in my hot 
little hand and knock off four or five 
big grays, enough for a meal, in an 
hour’s time; and now... 

In those days, one could occasionally 
hear the crack of another rifle trying 
ferret a bushy-tail from the sanctuary 
of a big limb. Now it’s much more 
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common to hear the bellow of some- 
one’s 12 gauge dropping the squirrel 
and possibly the limb, too. 

It has long been considered unsports- 
manlike to blast away at sitting ducks, 
standing pheasants, etc., with the old 
blunderbuss. Why isn’t this applicable 
to squirrels? 

Now, I’m not against the scattergun. 
My shotgun is my pride and joy. But 
how much chance has a squirrel, offer- 
ing a still target generally not 40 yd. 
away, when someone opens up on him 
with 114 oz. of chilled shot? 

It’s a big temptation sometimes, 
when birds are scarce, to duck into that 
clump of woods and bag a few squirrels 
to escape the raspberry the little wo- 
man gives out with when you come 
home empty-handed. But why not 
amble back to the car, swap your shot- 
gun for a .22 you’ve brought along, and 
then strike out for the woods? 

Anyone can bag squirrels with a 
scattergun. Even if the first shot only 
wounds, the second will nail him-——-and 
in so doing render him unfit for human 
consumption. I’ve seen far too many 








riddled squirrels left behind for preda- 
tory animals to gnaw on: skin bags 
full of chilled shot. 

The man using a .22 Long Rifle hol- 
lowpoint bullet generally tries for a 
head shot. It’s no fun cleaning a squir- 
rel that has received that bullet in the 
midsection. With that kind of shooting 
you kill clean—or you miss clean. 

Each year our squirrel woods are 
being littered with more and more 
empty shotgun cases. Let’s keep the 
scatterguns in the duck blinds and the 
open field. Let’s give bushy-tail a sport- 
ing chance and leave the family cannon 
at home the next time we go after him. 
We'll get a bigger kick out of bagging 
fewer squirrels, and we'll find their 
posterity waiting for us in 1960.—Don 
lL. Johnson, Madison, Wis. 


* BOAT WELL AND PAIL 


To the Editor D. C. Sykes makes a 
Outdoor Life: good suggestion about 

wells for fishing boats. 
I build 8 to 16-ft. boats for fishing, and 
some of them have wells. They work 
fine for minnows or fish. When my 
friend and I go fishing, we take along 
a 5-gal. paint pail with a perforated top. 
By chipping a little we put a 25-lb. 
chunk of ice in the pail, and push in 
four bottles of beer, some lunch meat, 
and onions or celery. We cover this 
with a newspaper and put the cover on 
the pail. Then we throw a loaf of 
bread on the rear seat with our tackle 
ind we're off. 

We use the boat well for any fish we 
atch till after we have had lunch. 
Then we put the fish in the ice bucket, 
vhere they keep fresh and cold till 
Suppertime.—Oakley D. Johnson, De- 
troit, Mich.

in Alaska have given me consider-

able opportunity to observe the local 
wildlife, but nothing that I have seen 
has impressed me more than a drama I 
witnessed one morning last June. 

I was flying north from Seward 
across the Kenai Peninsula to pick up 
a load of freight in Anchorage. 
good part of our revenue comes from 
taking sportsmen out after game, we 
always keep a sharp lookout for the 
movements of animals of all kinds. This 
morning I was interested in checking up 
'on a band of mountain sheep that had 
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been grazing in the vicinity of Black 
Mountain, a 5,500-foot hill northwest of 
Mile 47 on the Seward-Hope road. 

The sheep came into sight easily in 
the morning sun—27 of them, still feed- 
ing in the same locality where they had 
been for the last week. When I dropped 
lower to count the rams and get an 
idea as to the size of their heads, I 
spotted a black bear edging up the 
slope toward the band of sheep. This 
discovery was not mine alone, for five 
of the largest rams had left the band 
and deployed themselves in a line be- 
tween bruin and the other sheep. 

The seven lambs in the band were the 
predator’s target. Contrary to the be- 
lief of some, the black bear does feed 
on lambs. This is proved by the fact 
that the undigested remains of lamb 
hoofs are often found in bear droppings. 


They Were Good Generals 


It soon became apparent that the 
rams were good generals. They had the 
remainder of the band in motion, cir- 
cling northward and upward on the 
mountain while they kept pace, always 
placing themselves between the bear 
and the lambs. The terrain on the north 
side of the mountain is much more 
rugged than that on the south, the 
angle of the slope changing from a 
gentle 30 degrees to a loose, rocky, 60- 
degree slant. 

The main portion of the band con- 
tinued its circling movement, while the 
rams fell farther behind and shifted 
from their line formation into a semi- 
circular defense position. This ma- 
neuver made it impossible for the bear 
to break toward the band without en- 
countering one of the rams. 

Perhaps the bear was too sure of the 
outcome, or he may have had con- 
siderable respect for the rams’ fighting 
ability. Whatever chance he had, he 
lost it by his timing. He was no little 
fellow; tipping the scales around 600 Ib., 
he definitely had the edge on a ram. 

The bear made his bid on the rough, 
rocky, 60-degree slope. He charged up- 
ward, directly toward the center of the 
rams’ defense. The ram in line with his 
charge cut loose toward him, full tilt, 
head on. Pulling up short, the bear 
eyed his attacker, realizing too late that 
the rams on the flanks of the defensive 
position had also charged toward him. 
Wheeling, he took a swipe at the ram 
approaching from his left, which was 
thrown to the side but recovered its 
footing before plunging down the slope. 

This maneuver exposed the bear’s 
side to the two other charging rams, 
and they hit him like two. football 
guards delivering perfect body blocks. 
The center ram took him in the neck, 
while the other caught him on the right 
hip. He never had a chance. Knocked 
high into the air and landing off bal- 
ince, he tumbled end over end 1,100 
feet down the mountainside until his 
fall was halted by a huge boulder in 
the stream bed below. There was no 
motion; the bear was dead. 

Watching carefully until they were 
satisfied that the danger was past, the 
rams returned to the band and all went 
m feeding as though nothing had hap- 
pened.—V. D. Trakowski.

Dope on Guides 


grt guides, and outfitters have 
joined in enthusiastic praise of Eric 
Collier’s punch-packed article “Straight 
Dope on Guides ... by a Guide” in the 
February issue of this magazine. Here 
are a few of the comments: 


Truer words were never spoken. I 
have been guiding and outfitting hunt- 
ers and fishermen since 1930, and have 
seen all the things that Mr. Collier 
speaks of—bum food, poor camps, too 
many hunters, and not enough help. 
But here are a few points the sportsman 
should consider: 

If you sign up with an outfitter and 
his guides and packers are not so good, 
maybe they are the best he can give 
you. There is not enough of this work 
now to train a supply of this type of 
labor. I have actually had men apply 
for work who admitted that they had 
never worked around horses and stock 
but could play a mean guitar. When 
the outfitter has to hire new men each 
year, because some of the old crew have 
found other work, he may have a green 
hand who doesn’t know the outfit or 
the country. We have trained some 
young men in this work, and now have 
four who are about as good at guiding 
hunters as any of.the old-timers. 

I’ve seen a lot of hunters—some good 
ones, some fair ones, and some I 
wouldn’t have around again for any 
price. We try to screen our hunters, 
which isn’t easy to do by mail. What 
we look for is a congenial fellow who 
will not decide that there is no game in 
the country just because he doesn’t see 
any on the trail going into camp, and 
start worrying about whether he is 
going to get a bag limit the first day. 

It is every outfitter’s ambition, I 
think, to have his hunters leave happy 
and with their game, so they will come 
back another year and give a good re- 
port to their friends. So choose your 
outfit as carefully as you can and meet 
them halfway on the deal, and we’ll all 
do bigger and better hunting.—D. P. 
Evans, West Glacier, Mont.: 


Here’s a question for Eric Collier: 
Suppose a guide books a party of five 
for seven days to get elk and deer. To 
give everyone a chance to get his game, 
he puts his hunters in the most likely 
spots the first morning. By noon all 
the game has been killed and dressed. 


‘The hunters are back at headquarters 


and the hunt is over in three days. 
Should the party pay for seven days or 
three? This has happened to us several 
times and we have taken the loss. It 
makes the hunters happy, but you have 
lost four days of your precious time and 
it does not pay your bills.—L. L. (Andy) 
Anderson, Forney, Idaho. 


Every hunter should make a careful 
investigation before engaging a guide. 
A good, reputable man will cost a few 
dollars more, but he will work hard to 
make your hunt a success. He expects 
to see you again and hopes you will tell 
your hunter friends about him. Thanks, 
Mr. Collier.

FOR BETTER’ SPORT: 
Trout Streams for Flies Only 


by RICHARD H. PHILLIPS 
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[7 alk along any of our crowded state-stocked 
trout streams on a Saturday or Sunday. 
Ask any one of the multitude of fishermen 
the time-honored question, ‘‘How’'re they biting?” 
Nine out of ten—-more likely ten out of ten, if 
that’s all you ask—will reply with a shrug of the 
shoulders or a shake of the head. 

These public streams are probably the most 
important recreational fishing waters in the 
world, judging by the number of people who 
visit them. Vast sums are spent in maintaining 
hatcheries to stock them. The fishermen pay big 
money in the aggregate for the privilege of using 
them: Yet, day in and day out throughout the 
season, the fishing averages from poor to non- 
existent. 

For better and sportier trout fishing, a sub- 
stantial part of our public-stream mileage, even- 
tually up to one half, should be reserved for fly 
fishing only. This proposal is advanced so that 
in at least a portion of our public waters there will 
be fishing throughout the season instead of for 
only a brief period following the stocking of the 
streams. And it is advanced out of plain, every- 
day fairness to the fly fishermen and to the many 
bait fishermen who, if given the chance, will lose 
no time in learning to fish with a fly. 

We've already made a start, but it is only a 
start. On the Housatonic River in Connecticut, 
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atonic River—since bait was banned here 
























for example, there is a beautiful piece 
of stream just above Cornwall Bridge, 
running through a state park, which is 
posted “Fly Fishing Only.’’ When the 
restriction was first imposed there was 
a furor all over Litchfield County, 
where this part of the river is located. 
It did not last; the clamor died down. 
Now this stretch of water is a haven 
for fly men, and many former devotees 
of the worm are regularly to be found 
there. 

In the Spring Creek area, in Centre 
County, Pa., only fiy fishing with barb- 
less hooks is permitted and only one 
trout not less than ten inches may be 
killed by each person. The stream is 
visited by 20,000 anglers a year. As 
many as 1,500 people have been counted 
on one mile of stream. This project is 
designed primarily to show what can 
be done with stream improvement and 
is not typical of the average stream re- 
served for fly fishing. But the public 
response is a good answer to those who 
say that fly fishing is the sport of the 
privileged few! 

Also in Pennsylvania are seven miles 
of Young Woman’s Creek, and the en- 
tire seven and a half miles of Slate 
Run, on which the only permissible 
lures are artificial flies or live bait with 
a single-point barbless hook. 

In Maryland there are three streams 
where trout may be taken by fly only 
—wet or dry or streamer, with no spin- 
ners or Other attachments. The plan 
has worked well and the sportsmen 
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These game wardens are stocking a stream with legal-size trout. Meat hunters make short work of fish like these 
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really like it. It has been the policy of 
the Oregon State Game Commission 
for several years to set aside a few 
bodies of water each season for fly fish- 
ing only, and in 1949 four lakes and 
short sections of two major rivers were 
so reserved. The commission feels that 
this plan is a definite aid to sportsman- 
ship and fosters fishing for recreation 
rather than for meat in the creel. 

Commencing in May, 1949, the New 
Jersey Department of Conservation 
(after a public hearing) set aside four 
miles of the Big Flatbrook in Sussex 
County and two and a half miles of 
the South Branch of the Raritan River 
for fly fishing. Maine has substantial 
restricted stream mileage, and every 
kid in the fishing country learns to cast 
a fly before he can bait a hook. New 
Hampshire has many streams and lakes 
reserved for fly fishing. 

In New York State a lively discus- 
sion is going on for and against the 
idea, and it is also being agitated in 
California and New Mexico. 


Problem is Growing Acute 


Even in states like Colorado, with 
15,000 miles of trout streams and plenty 
of room for all comers at the moment, 
fishing pressure is growing so fast that 
it is only a question of time before con- 
servation measures will have to be con- 
sidered. A writer on western trout fish- 
ing says that the Madison of Montana 
is almost as heavily fished as the Wil- 
lowemoc of New York. With fine high- 
ways rapidly penetrating what was a 
short time ago the wilderness, no sec- 
tion of the country is immune from hav- 
ing its trout waters fished out. 

Restricting streams to fly fishing 
only is admittedly an experiment. But 
we have tried about everything else. 
We have reduced the limit, increased 
the keeping size, made an attempt here 
and there at stream improvement, tried 
smaller and more frequent stocking- 
and, of course, we now rely to a great 
extent on the release of large quantities 
of legal-size hatchery trout in our pub- 
lic waters. Still there isn’t anything 
approaching good fishing in these fine 
streams which flow through the crowded 
sections of the country. Not for the 
great majority of anglers, for 99 per- 
cent of the days of the open season. 

What happens after the hatchery 
truck has visited a stream? The hatch- 
ery boys have worked quietly, even 
secretly, dumping in large pailfuls of 
six to fifteen-inch trout. With luck 
the operation has been viewed only by 
a small boy, a farmer plowing his fields, 
and a few cows. However, in some 
mysterious way, by nightfall fishermen 
for miles around know all about it. 
They descend on the stream like vul- 
tures. 

A fly fisherman hasn’t a chance in 
this mob, and almost everyone is using 
worms. The newly planted fish have no 
chance either. Give them a month, or 
even a few weeks, and they will become 
acclimated to the stream, will move out 
from the deep holes into the riffiles and 
fast water. They will learn to take 
care of themselves, and become the 
wary, sporting fish that nature intended 
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Fly casters line a bank in the Spring Creek area of Pennsylvania. As many 


as 1,500 anglers have been counted on one mile of these “reserved” waters 


them to be. They will even start to 
take on the beautiful coloration of wild 
trout. 

But they do not get that month. In 
a comparatively few days most of them 
have been cleaned out—some caught, 
some under the permissible keeping size 
thrown back to die with lacerated 
throats and intestines. 

Nor is that all. A relatively small 
number of anglers account for most of 
the catch. A carefully controlled ex- 
periment in a Connecticut stream a few 
years ago showed that one third of the 
fishermen accounted for three fourths 
of the fish caught. Any warden will tell 
you the same thing. 

Look at the newspapers the morning 
after opening day. You will see a pic- 
ture of Johnny Walton who caught a 
creelful on Bish Bash Creek, and of 
Freddy Jones holding up a string of 
brownies that he caught on Sassafras 
River before 9 a.m. But read on a lit- 
tle. One of the most successful open- 
ing days on record! Thousands of fish- 
ermen and thousands of fish caught. 
An average on one stream of 1.3 fish 
for each angler, on another of .7, on an- 


other as high as 1.5. Where the aver- 
age is around a fish a man, you may be 
sure that the majority have caught 
nothing. 

It is the experienced fish killer, hunt- 
ing for meat with a worm, who cleans 
out most of the newly planted trout. 
Once the meat hunter locates the deep 
holes where the young innocents have 
congregated, it is just a question of 
baiting up and pulling them out right 
up to the limit allowed by law. Some- 
times he doesn’t stop even there. 

As to fingerlings, the bait fisherman 
is equally destructive. Recent experi- 
ments in the Wiscoy and East Koy 
Creeks, two of New York’s most im- 
portant trout streams, arouse great 
hope that fingerlings stream-grown to 
legal size can contribute a large part 
of the angler’s catch at less expense 
and over a long period of time. But 
these small fish are suckers for worms. 
Every bait fisherman is bothered by 
them. They usually swallow or half 
swallow the hook and worm, and when 
they are put back in the water they 
die. But they can survive being hooked

awn hadn’t broken yet, and rain 
was pattering ominously down 

. with a soft pt, pt, on the tent. 
Leon rolled over in his snore sack and 
started to get up. 

“Where do you think you're going?” 
I asked. 

His voice grinned with all the en- 
thusiasm of the tyro. “Out and practice 
on one of them rainbows.” 

“In mallard weather?” 

“Sure. The season's been open since 
midnight. A guy can sleep when he’s 
dead.” 

He pulled on his overalls, boots, and 
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jacket. Five minutes later, he splashed 
out into the main river. Two casts after 
that, he let out a Comanche whoop that 


raised echoes in Yellowstone, forty 
miles to the north. 
“Eee-owww! Get out here! Some- 


thing’s got hold of me!” 

I boiled out of the sleeping bag, 
jerked the waders on, and floundered 
outside. By the time I'd got organized, 
he was splashing back across the chan- 
nel, his grin in a square knot behind 
his ears, and holding about two pounds 
of flopping rainbow trout... 

Two days before, Leon had done some 
tractor work on my acreage. I'd been 
in a hurry to get it finished, so I'd be 
unhampered when the trout season 
opened.

You take me 
where I can catch a trout, here in 
Idaho, and we'll call it square.”’

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job of irrigating the valleys far below. 
Another year, along about 4 p.m. on 
opening day, there had been a hatch of 
dusky blue flies over that stretch; and 
Mark, the best fly fisherman I know, 
had shown me that it was kid’s play to 
take rainbows with a Blue Upright, dry, 
in No. 12. Not ten-inch fish, you under- 
stand, but whopping rainbows, any 
length and poundage up to the dimen- 
sions of a blacksmith’s arm. 

“B'gorry,” I thought, “I'll take this 
gent up there.” 

So, the evening before the season 
opened, there we were. We'd driven the 
eighty miles and set up camp, toting 
along brand-new double-tapered fly 
line and half a bushel of Blue Uprights, 
along with all the flies I’d been tying 
for a week. Sure, Leon is innocent of 
dry-fly fishing. But the way those rain- 
bows had been the year before—well, 
a beginner could show a babe how to 
take ’em. It amounted to simply toss- 
ing a floating fly over any rise among 
half a dozen almost literally in a guy’s 
boot tops. 

But one look at the river (and the 
thought of my promise and all our en- 
thusiasm) stirred up butterflies in my 
stomach. It was higher than a scared 
cat’s back. It wasn’t its customary 
gin-clearness, either, but a roily copper. 
The hatch of natural flies and the sub- 
sequent trout rise we’d hoped to see 
before sundown didn’t materialize. No 
bulging rings on the surface, no plop 
of feeding rainbows. And to top it off, 
it clouded up and started raining. 

We looked the situation over, ate a 
cheerless supper, and took our disap- 
pointment to bed. But along about mid-

night my eternal optimism rose feebly. 
“Tell you what, Leon,” I decided, ‘‘we’ll 
fish anyway.

“Just for practice.” 

“Sure.”’ 

That’s the reason he stood there in 
the predawn, hooked into two pounds 
of atomic energy on his first practice 
cast! 

With wader galluses dragging, I un- 
tied the tapered leader from my bamboo 
fly rod and replaced it with a ten-pound- 
test leader. In my jacket I found a tiny 
nickel spinner, with a hook on which a 
dead minnow could be threaded. “O.K., 
rainbows,” I thought, “if you want bait 
who am I to insist on a fly menu?” 


Cold Water—But it Boiled! 


The water was icy cold against my 
waders. Snow still hovered on the ad- 
jacent mountains, chilling the run-off 
waters. I waded out to where a mid- 
stream rock made a gurgling back- 
wash, with flecks of scarcely visible 
foam. Then I tossed the tiny spinner- 
and-minnow combination far across, 
letting the dinky little blade dart and 
settle into the backwash.

Now I saw several does, scattering 
like confetti in the wind. The old boy 
staggered but kept his feet, heading 
straight down the mountainside. Firing 
again, I nailed him square between the 
hams. But the bullet—leaving the muz- 
zle at better than 3,000 foot seconds— 
seemed only to give him added impetus, 
for he rose gracefully to clear a huge 
log. 

It was a game try. But his knees 
buckled as he landed, and he pitched 
end over end downhill. Without thought 
of life or limb. Warren and I charged 
after him. He rolled to a stop against 
a granite boulder and feebly tried to re- 
gain his feet. My next shot (made with 
one hand; I was bracing myself with 
the other) ticked his back at close 
range, sending a shower of hair into the 
air. Mercifully, my last shot broke his 
neck. 

What an animal! He’d absorbed

his person as many different pat- 

terns as can be had, or even all 
those he figured he might conceivably 
need, would look more like a packhorse 
than an angler. Yet the chap who 
goes too light is bound to cramp his 
style—and his chances of success. 

How, then, to strike a happy medium ? 

As in last month’s article on basic 
wet flies, I've reduced the possibilities 
to the lowest number which seems prac- 
ticable, in view of my own experience 
and that of correspondents and other 
friends from all sections of North 
America. Yet in the last analysis, it 
all depends. If you’re“poing to spend a 
month or more exploring many waters, 
you'll need quite a supply of artificials. 
But in any one day, on a given stretch, 
the flies you actually have with you 
may consist of only half a dozen pat- 
terns in a wide range of sizes, with 
from three to six specimens in each size. 

So far as possible, I’ve confined the 
listings to familiar patterns, which 
should be available at almost any well- 
stocked fishing-tackle store. Or, if you 
tie your own, you shouldn’t have too 
much trouble locating the descriptions. 
I've deliberately omitted many a fine 
fly with only a local reputation; also 
certain special patterns such as May 
flies, Sedges, and sulphur-colored flies, 
which the dry-fly enthusiast should have 
to be completely ‘equipped. But after 
all, mine is a basic list! 

In what follows, note that certain 
Sizes are checked. If you feel you can’t 
purchase the complete range all at once, 
the checked sizes are the ones to lay in 
first. And if you want to keep your 
stock to an absolute minimum, let it go 
at that—you'll get along somehow!

ing in recent years. Similar flies em- 
bodying the same idea, regardless of 
their intrinsic worth, are not sufficiently 
well known to rate a place on this list. 

There seems to be no geographical] 
limit to the usefulness of the Adams. 
Wherever and whenever trout will take 
a dry fly, it’s likely to be just the one 
you need for the occasion. Like other 
patterns, of course, it won’t always pro- 
duce; if it did, there'd be no need for 
anything else. But its mixture of brown 
and gray makes it a great fish getter, 
and a truly fundamental pattern. 

The original body is blue-gray. I find 
the pale-yellow body almost equally 
good; also a blue-gray body with both 
yellow and green egg sacs.

Flies with blue-gray hackles are a 
must. But as I mentioned in my wet-fly 
article last month, in discussing these 
same two patterns, flies that often look 
identical to you when held in the hand 
may give quite different effects when 
held against the light. Now, that’s how 
trout see the dry fly—against the light 
Even when they leap from the water to 
take it from above, they’ve already 
judged its acceptability from below. 
And they can be mighty choosy! 

So your cue is to assemble your Blue 
Quills and Blue Duns with the idea of 
taking full advantage of these facts. 
In this case the pattern is not so im- 
portant as it is to have a variety of 
hackle tints—lavender, olive, bluish 
so that with the light shining from be- 
hind the hackles, each fly will look dif- 
ferent to the fish. 

And when the time comes to tie one 
on, by all means keep track of the tint, 


» 


so if it doesn’t work you can switch to 
another in hope of doing better. 

If you buy over the counter, chances 
are you won't be able to obtain all three 
tints from any one batch; but eventually 
you should acquire a balanced assort- 
ment. Once you have it, you won't 
need Olive Quill or Olive Dun—patterns 
which for this reason aren’t even in- 
cluded in the line-up.

You should have at least one black 
pattern. Black Gnat, being of ancient 
vintage, is best known and under aver- 
age conditions should satisfy your 
needs, for if a dry fly is floating proper- 
ly the trout can’t see clearly enough 
through the broken surface of the water 
to distinguish minor details of con- 
struction. 

However, much depends on the water, 
your position, and the light. Under cer- 
tain circumstances the Gnat with its 
slate wings doesn't do so well as an all- 
black fiy I call the Black Angel, and at 
other times the Black Fox, with its 
speckled black-and-white teal wings, 
proves best. Then again, the winged 
Black Ant is the thing to try when the 
insects it imitates are much in evidence.

After Edward R. Hewitt got the bi- 
visible idea I switched to Brown Bi- 
visible instead of the regular Dark 
Cahill (shown beside it) and the Brown 
Palmer I’d been using. You'll seldom 
if ever need any brown other than the 
bivisible, provided the hackles are tied 
bushy in some specimens and sparse 
in others, and you have a full assort- 
ment of sizes. 

For fishing at twilight, or in fast 
water where a smaller and more deli- 
cate fly would be quickly submerged, I 
like a big, bushy No. 6, though No. 8 
should do almost as well. At the other 
extreme No. 14 (tied sparse) is often 
needed, particularly if you have no 
other small brown fly. 

Bivisibles get their name from the 
white hackle at the head, which is an 
attention getter under most conditions. 
Yet there are times, as when tiny 
patches of white foam form on the 
water's surface, when this very feature 
drawback. In general, however,

ow could we know it was a date 
with destiny? It looked like any 


other telegram and it bore a 
terse message: ‘‘Be at Buckinghorse 
River on Alaska Highway on August 
24. Expect to see you in the saddle on 
the 25th.” It was signed “Frank 
Golata.” 

Frank is one of British Columbia's 
top outfitters and he’d arranged very 
satisfactory hunts for Basil Bashor and 
me in the past. We'd collected grizzly 
bears, elk, and goats. Now we had our 
hearts set on moose. Not ordinary 
moose, but big old busters with antlers 
like the spreading chestnut tree. Ordi- 
narily you don’t think of British Colum- 
bia in connection with bulls like that. 
If a man can afford to spend plenty of 
time on a hunt—-as we could—he gen- 
erally turns to the Kenai Peninsula of 
Alaska, where the really big moose 
roam. The British Columbia variety 
simply doesn’t stack up with them. As 
a matter of fact, heads from several 
other Canadian provinces outshine it 
in the record book. At least they used 
to—before Bashor came along. 

Basil and I were playing a hunch. 
We felt pretty sure that Golata would 
get us a chance at something out of 
the ordinary. So we wrote him, and 
he replied that he knew of a wild, 
remote section at the headwaters of 
the Prophet and Muskwa Rivers that 


away from the Alaska Highway toward 
the west Frank explained the project 
to us. “What we're going to do,” he 
said, “is head into the rough country 
south of the British Columbia-Yukon 
border. Darn few hunters ever get 
very far into it. And because it’s not 
hunted, the moose grow pretty big 
there. It’s limestone country, you know, 
and the water helps grow big bones 
and healthy animals.” 

“Sounds perfect,’’ I said. “Why do 
so few hunters go in after them?” 

Frank grinned. “It’s time to break 
some news to you, I guess,” he said. 
“The spot we’re headed for is about 
150 miles away. We have eight days 
of tough riding ahead of us. Can you 
take it?” 

“We can take it, all right,” replied 
3asil, “as long as we can also take a 
couple of big moose. And maybe some- 
thing respectable in the way of Stone 
sheep.” 

“I never guarantee anything,” said 
Frank. “But I don’t think you're going 
to be disappointed.”’ 

Well, there was one thing he could 
have guaranteed: the grueling, body- 


wracking qualities of our eight-day 
ride. I’m a reasonably good rider and 
Frank's horses are selected for their 
dependability. But as I began to ac- 
cumulate saddle sores on top of saddle 
sores, I wondered why some bright lad 
hadn't invented a foam-rubber saddle. 
There’d be a fortune in it! 

Our worst enemies were muskeg and 

later—-shale slides. The muskeg looks 
firm when it isn’t, and it occasionally 
fools even the best of trail-wise horses. 
The boggy ground, covered with buck 
brush and sphagnum moss, retains 
water just under the surface, despite 
the drying qualities of a hot sun. With 
irritating regularity the horses would 
plunge through it into a pothole. In 
the case of a pack animal, we'd have 
to unship every last bit of the load, 
pull the beast out by brute strength, 
and then repack. 

You can bet that we rode lightly in 
the saddle too, especially on steep 
hillsides, ready to leap clear if our 
mounts went down. And they did— 
quite often. 

In addition to Frank, we had a crack 
guide in the person of Colin McGuire, 





housed some really outstanding moose. 
“Name the day we start,” I wired him. 
And the above telegram was his reply. 

Well, we were in the saddle on the 
twenty-fifth, all right, and as we jogged 
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Packing out the trophies. The author, on the alert for pictures, al- 


ways brought up the rear—which is why Bashor got his big moose! 
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who first saw the light of day in County 
Donegal, Ireland, and has the richest 
brogue I’ve ever come across. Our 
packer was Johnny Napoleon, a Cree 
Indian and one of the best trail men in 
the Peace River country. 

On the fourth day out we surprised 
a bunch of Stone ewes and lambs at a 
salt lick. We were entering good sheep 
country, and from then on we saw 
many big rams on the higher peaks 
and saddles. But ours was primarily 
a moose hunt, so we didn’t take any 
time out at that point to stalk mutton. 
Moose sign became more and more 
plentiful as we pushed forward, but 
we spotted only a few cows and young 
bulls that Frank called ,“mulligan 
moose”’ because they were good only 
for the stewpot. 


All Set for Action 


Nights, we'd camp beside a trout 
stream and get our hooks into the water 
for Dolly Vardens and grayling. On 
the evening of the seventh day, as we 
polished off a handsome meal, Frank 
gave us the good news. “Tomorrow,” 
he said, “we'll hit Pal Creek and set up 
our base camp. Then—out for moose!” 

We were in really high country, with 
elevations ranging from 4,000 to 7,000 
feet. As we set up the permanent camp 
next day I had a look around. Dwarf 
spruce covered the lower slopes of the 
mountains, giving way to willow brush 
at about 5,000 feet, and finally grass 
and caribou moss just below the shale 


slides. It was excellent habitat for 
moose. There was plenty of timber. 
When the bulls were in velvet (and

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tact) they could move up into the wil- 
low brush. There they could meet 
wolves on their own terms, for the 
brush is from four to eight feet high, 
and very mean stuff to get through 
unless one has legs like a moose. 

We came across many caribou in 
the first week but they were mostly 
cows and young bulls, much too small 
to shoot. Frank said that the warm 
weather and a plague of blackflies 
had probably driven the bigger bulls 
up toward the glaciers. 

We didn’t let caribou or anything 
else distract us from our principal ob- 
The bulls would be 


jective: moose. 
just coming out of the velvet, lying 
around in the upland meadows and 


feeding in a fairly restricted area. A 
little later they’d start to range out in 
search of cows. Then the friendly old 
bulls that had been living together in 
peace during the rest of the year 
would try to annihilate one another 
for possession of the cows, which are 
probably the ugliest thing in nature. 

McGuire and I went out every day 
and sized up quite a few bulls but found 
nothing that measured up to my ideas, 


which were pretty darn ambitious. 
Frank and Basil had the same expe- 
rience. But we were far from dis- 


couraged, since we had plenty of time 
and could afford to be choosy. We 
wouldn’t go home empty-handed! 

One morning Mac and I started out 
early and were soon above timberline. 
Our procedure was the same as usual: 
we struggled upward through the brush 
to the open slopes that lay just below 
the ridgetops. It was quite useless to 
try hunting in the willows because 
visibility there was zero. We could 


have passed within a dozen feet of 
bedded-down bull and never known it 

Working along the high slopes we 
saw a number of moose, but nothing 
we liked. Then, about midmorning 
we spotted two huge old-timers bedde 
down together in a small, grassy spo 
free of brush. We examined them f 
nearly half an hour, because it wasn 
easy to determine—at 1,000 yards 
more—just how big the bulls wer: 
Finally we decided that one of tl 
racks would run close to sixty inchs 
in spread, and that was the kind « 
trophy I wanted. The big fellow wa 
pretty well out of the velvet, whi 
was hanging in streamers from h 
horns. Mac said the rack would be 
prime condition. 

We started slowly downward, kee; 
ing well out of sight, and managed t 
get within 500 yards of the bulls wit} 
out spooking them. But there our a 
vantage ended, for there wasn’t ar 
other clump of cover between us an 
the lazy moose. Moreover, a vagrant 
wind was blowing, sometimes from or! 
quarter, sometimes from another. § 
we decided to take our chances an 
crawl along the open hillside. Slithe 
ing on our bellies, we managed to clos 
up another 150 vards. 

Then a wisp of man scent must hav: 
reached my bull, for he lumbered t 
his feet and started to look aroun 
My work was cut out for me: I'd have 
to shoot at 350 yards. I handed M 
Guire my movie camera, with the tel 
photo lens in place. And as soon as I 
heard it whirring I lit the fuse on n 
.000 Magnum. The bull went dowr 
hard and stayed down, its long legs 
thrashing around in the grass. Brother 
you really appreciate the power stored 
in modern rifles and ammunition when 
you see a 1,400-pound animal fali 
a poleaxed steer! 





A Whopping Big Rack 


At my shot the other bull got 
hastily, took one look at his fallen pal 
and started downhill in a wild gallo; 
Then, as we moved in, an old cow 
moseyed out of the brush and went 
feeding, utterly unconcerned about us 
or the fallen warrior. Before we wer 
within fifty yards of the bull, McGuir 
had his steel tape measure out. 

The antler spread was exactly sixt 
one inches—a whopping big rack in 
any man’s country. There are, in fa 
scores of smaller ones listed in th 
records of North American big ga! 
published by the Boone and Crocket 
Club. This, of course, did not occur t 
me at that moment. But later on I 
had plenty of reason to go over those 
records! 

The rack was 


heavy-beamed a 
well-proportioned, carrying thirteer 
points on each side.

That’s what sportsmen, conservation- 
ists, wildlife authorities, and editors 
are saying about a recent state-wide 
campaign in Michigan to bring Ameri- 
ca’s Conservation Pledge to the atten- 
tion of every citizen. 

The project, first of its kind, was 
sponsored by the Michigan United Con- 
servation Clubs, an organization with 
100,000 members, and carried on in co- 
operation with state officials, business 
and professional groups, veterans’ or- 
ganizations, educators, and the press 
and radio. The response was astonish- 
ing; hundreds of thousands of citizens 
signified vital interest in the future of 
their country by reciting the Pledge. 

Climax of the campaign came when 
Governor G. Mennen Williams issued 
an official proclamation urging all citi- 
zens to observe National Wildlife Res- 
toration Week as conservation-educa- 
tion week by dedicating themselves to 
the Pledge. The governor’s message 
was broadcast by radio _ stations 
throughout the state. 

Miss Janet Ensing, a young zoologist 
of Detroit, was chosen in a state-wide 
competition to act as Conservation 
Courier in spreading the message of the 
Pledge. President Truman will be asked 
to receive her at the White House and 
to accept from her a permanent conser- 
vation memento from the people of 
Michigan. It is a beautiful, hand-made 
wooden plaque, bearing the Pledge de- 
Sign and was carved under the super- 
vision of Alois Lang, a master wood 
carver (seen at right in photo below). 

Vast impetus was given to the educa-

tional campaign by state agencies, in- 
cluding the Department of Public In- 
struction and the Department of Con- 
servation, which recommended that all 
school children be asked to recite the 
Pledge. The Michigan United Conserv- 
ation Clubs prepared special packets of 
educational material for schools, each 
packet containing ten Pledge posters 
suitable for framing and a 25-point pro- 
gram of conservation activities for 
classroom and field. 

Sportsmen’s clubs and conservation 
societies, which have supported the 
Pledge since it was given to the nation 
by OUTDOOR LIFE in 1946, called upon 
their members to rededicate themselves 
to its creed. Veterans’ organizations 
and service clubs displayed the Pledge 
in clubrooms, offices, and stores. 

The popular “Woods and Waters’’ 
television program, originating in De- 
troit, displayed the Pledge conspicuous- 


ly. A Grand Rapids bank made it the 
theme of a window display; so did a big 
Detroit department store. Similar dis- 
plays were featured by countless sport- 
ing-goods stores throughout Michigan. 

The campaign was hailed by Prof. 
Paul A. Herbert, head of the forestry 
department, Michigan State College, 
and chairman of the education commit- 
tee of the Michigan United Conserva- 
tion Clubs. Prof. Herbert said: 

“Our program, which was built en- 
tirely around the message of America’s 
Conservation Pledge, has been a tre- 
mendous success. It has drawn un- 
precedented attention to the necessity 
of preserving our natural resources. 
And largely because of our use of the 
Pledge, the campaign has focused pub- 
lic interest in conservation in a manner 
that will not soon be forgotten. Other 
states adopting a similar campaign 
should achieve like results.’ THE END

Brown Bear 


AFTER DARK ! 


e’ll move across to Houghton 
Bay in the morning and see if 
the blacks are out of hiberna- 

tion yet,” Red announced, and I wel- 
comed the decision. We had spent five 
days scouting some of the best brown- 
bear country on Admiralty Island, Alas- 
ka, without seeing even a track. If 
there were black bears to be found at 
Houghton Bay, over on the mainland, 
I'd be glad to get a crack at one. I 
was growing a bit bored with a big- 
game hunter’s paradise that seemed 
temporarily as devoid of big game as 
my front yard back home. 

I had looked forward to this bear 
hunt for years, for I have long con- 
sidered the Kodiak bear of Alaska the 
greatest game trophy available any- 
where on the North American conti- 
nent, and I knew I'd never be Satisfied 
until I had a try for a brown-bear pelt. 
Now I was here, in the heart of the 
brownie country of southeastern Alaska, 
watching the snowy peaks turn rosy in 
the sunrise morning after morning, fool- 
ing away precious time, and cussing the 
late spring and my own bad luck in 
picking this particular year for my 
hunt. 

Red Williams of Juneau, the guide 
whom I had engaged in advance, had 
written me not to arrive in Alaska be- 


fore May 10. “Usually we get good 
hunting around the first of May,” he 
had explained, ‘“‘but it’s going to be late 
this year. Our snowfall was unusually 
heavy last winter and there’s a lot of 
snow up in the mountains. The bears 
will be slow in coming out.” 

So I had delayed my trip until May 10, 
but I was still too early by at least a 
week, and it was beginning to look as 
if I might be on the way home, my 
twenty-one days of free time used up, 
before the brown bears left their winter 
quarters. 

I had left my home in Pontiac, Mich., 
at 3:30 in the morning on May 7, 
boarding an airliner for the flight west 
by way of Minneapolis, Minn. I missed 
plane connections in Seattle, Wash., 
making it necessary to spend the night 
there. Even so, at 1:30 the next after- 
noon I stepped down from a plane on 
the Juneau airfield. That’s all the time 
it takes nowadays to get from the Mid- 
west to the threshold of some of the 
best hunting country in “far-off” 
Alaska. 

Early on the morning of May 9 Red 
and I left Juneau aboard his forty-foot 
trolling boat, the Atka, headed for Ad- 
miralty Island and the bear hunt I had 
dreamed about so long. Then for the 
next five days we accomplished nothing 
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Ducks and geese went up in clouds before our boat whenever we moved 


except sighting in our rifles, target 
shooting, and getting some practice in 
estimating ranges. 

I was carrying a .348 Winchester 
the lever-action Model 71—-with iron 
sights. It’s a great rifle for deer and 
moose (especially in the brush country 
of the Middle West, where most of the 
shooting is at relatively short range) 
but our target practice quickly con- 
vinced me that its trajectory, especially 
with the 250-grain Silvertip bullet I 
was using, is not flat enough for the 
open beach shooting where the Alaska 
brownies are killed. 


The Blacks Get Things Started 


If I ever hunt them again I'll carry 
a gun more like the bolt-action Model 
70 Winchester, in .375 H. & H. Magnum, 
to which Red introduced me on that 
trip. There's a dose of medicine for the 
biggest Kodiak that ever walked! 

Despite the absence of bear sign, 
I enjoyed those five days on Admiralty 
Island with Williams. Gambier Bay 
and Pybus Bay swarmed with ducks 
and geese that went up in clouds ahead 
of our boat whenever we moved, and we 
saw plenty of Sitka black-tail deer 
along the beaches. The weather was 
ideal, the scenery like nothing I had 
ever encountered before. We had some 
exciting fishing, landing king salmon 
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up to forty-five pounds. But after all, 
I had come to Alaska to hunt bears, and 
Red's suggestion that we go after blacks 
for a couple of days hit the spot. 

He took the Atka into Houghton Bay 
on the mainland the next morning, and 
we went ashore on the tide in the nine- 
foot dinghy. I hadn't walked twenty 
feet through the tall grass above the 
beach when I spotted a big black bear 
on the far side of the river that ran 
into the head of the bay. But one look 
with my 7X glasses showed that his 
pelt was badly rubbed around the hind- 
quarters. That saved his life. We tried 
to stalk him for pictures but he winded 
us and beat it into the woods. 

We lay over in Houghton Bay that 
night and then, on the next morning 
tide, took the dinghy across the mud 
flats once more. We walked a short 
distance up the beach to a lookout point 
and sat down. I was hungry by that 
time, so I dug a sandwich out of my 
pack. I had taken one bite when a 
patch of black showed at the edge of the 
grass across the river, and a bear 
stepped. out. 

There was nothing wrong with the 
pelt of this one. Red and I hurried 
down to the dinghy, worked it across 
the river without letting the bear sight 
us, and started the stalk through the 
tall grass along the beach. 

At ninety yards we had a clear view 


of the bear. Red looked at me a 
nodded. It seemed to me it would 
easy to cut that distance in half wit 
out alarming the black, but I figu 
the guide must have a good reason f 
wanting it the way it was. Sol 1 
the front bead of the .348 on the bea 
shoulder and squeezed off. 

The heavy bullet dropped him lik« 
thunderbolt, and he stayed down. W! 
we skinned him out we found that 
shot, placed just back of the front 
had about demolished his heart 
lungs. 


Walk, Wade, and Hope 


We finished the job of skinning, 
lunch, and settled down to watch 
beach once more. When no game 
come out by late afternoon we got in 
the dinghy and drifted downriver: 
mile, on our way back to the Atka. At 
Red’s suggestion we landed again, si 
to climb a convenient knoll and glass 
the beach ahead. Upon reaching the 
top of the ridge I looked back the way 
we had come—and not more than 10 
yards from the place where we'd ke 
watch all afternoon, a big black ambled 
lazily into the open! 

We couldn't go back in the dinghy 
against the current, so we walked. It 
was a long hard mile, through grass and 
over rocks, and when we reached 
place the bear had disappeared. We sa 
down once more and the minutes ticked 
away until my watch said 9 o’clock 
It was fast getting dark in the woods 
behind us, but there was still fair sh 
ing light in the open. 

I tried my sights against distant 
jects a couple of times, and was rs 
to suggest to the guide that we give uy; 
when we saw movement in the grass 
across the river. A later 
bear stepped into the open 500 jy 
away. 

We had. no dinghy for ferrying 
across the stream this time. Ther 
was nothing to do but wade and hops 
the icy water wouldn’t be more thal 
boot-top deep. That hope proved vail 
before we were ten feet from _ short 
but we kept going. We didn't evel 
stop to empty our boots when ws 
the far bank. 

We made pretty good time until w 
were within 200 yards of the bear. The 
Red lifted a warning hand, and we went 
on—slowly, carefully—-for maybe al 
other fifty yards. The guide halted be 
hind a rock and motioned me up besic 
him. 

‘Let’s get this bear hunt over wit! 
he whispered. 

It was a long shot and the light 
bad, yet when I laid the sights against 
the bear the gold bead was still vi 
He went down as the first bullet st 
but was back on his feet almost inst 
ly, and it took two more shots to finis 
him. 

Skinning that bear in the sem 
May evening was a nightmarish j 
remember all my life. We finally) 
ished it, toted the pelt down t 
dinghy, and got back to the Atk 
1:30 a. m.—-wet, muddy, plastered 
blood and bear fat, too worn out to 
a hot meal or even to eat it if son 
had been there to cook it for us. W 
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went to bed hungry, but at the time 
nothing mattered but sleep! 

I was too tired even to be elated at 
killing two bears in a single afternoon, 
but by breakfast the next morning I 
was feeling plenty set up. 

“O. K.”” Red grinned. “So you made 
a double on blacks. That’s something 
you sure never expected to do! But 
ion’t let it give you ideas! Brownies 
ire different. You won't live long 
enough to see the time you'll knock over 
two of those babies in one day!”’ 

That forenoon we ran across to Ad- 
miralty Island again. Red had just 
me idea in mind now, to find me a 
Kodiak. “It’s warming up. They gotta 
be coming out pretty soon,” he declared. 
But we scouted the heads of two bays 
Donkey and Pybus — without finding 
bear sign, and when we went back to 
our old stamping grounds on Gambier 
Bay the following morning I was losing 
hope. The chances of meeting a brownie 
were beginning to look slim in the 
extreme. 

An hour later I got one of the biggest 
disappointments of the trip. Crossing 
a rocky point of beach, I was suddenly 
aware that the air was full of eagles. 
I crept up behind a rock and peered 
over. On the beach in front of me more 
than 100 of the big birds were gathered 
around the flayed carcass of a bear, 
many of them so gorged that when I 
stepped into the open they walked awk- 
wardly away, unable to get their bodies 
into the air. 

The sight of that skinned bear car- 
cass handed me a real jolt. It meant 
that while we had been across on the 
mainland hunting blacks another party 
had come into Gambier Bay, located 
and stalked a brownie, and left with the 
pelt—the trophy I had come to Alaska 
for! I cursed myself for a restless fool 
for not having waited around a few 
more days. 


Footprints Promise Action 


Thoroughly dejected, I walked on 
down the beach. The next thing I knew 
I stepped across a line of huge tracks 
in a patch of mud left bare by the re- 
ceding tide. The sight jerked me to a 
stop as abruptly as if I had walked into 
a brick wall. Those were the first 
brownie tracks I had ever seen, and they 
made my eyes pop almost out of my 
head. You have to stand beside the foot- 
prints of one of those huge brutes to be 
convinced that such an animal really 
exists! 

The tracks were sunk ten inches in 
the soft mud. I set my boot in one of 
them and it was as if a pigmy had 
stepped in the track of a big man. The 
size of that print—-fourteen inches long 
Without the claw marks, and more than 
Seven wide—seemed more like ele- 
phant than bear! I could feel the hair 
rise on the back of my neck while I 
looked at it, and almost without know- 

g it I threw a quick, nervous look up 

id down the beach to make sure the 


More than 100 eagles were 
feeding on the bear flesh, 
some of them so gorged they 
couldn't get off the ground 
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animal responsible for those tracks 
wasn't in sight. 

My next thought was that he was 
dead—skinned back by the rocky point 

and for a minute the bottom fell out 
of my world. Then I realized that 
couldn't be. This was a far bigger bear, 
to begin with, and the track had been 
made not more than a few hours be- 
fore, days after the eagles started feed- 
ing on that flayed carcass. 

Red joined me in a few minutes and 
I could see satisfattion written all over 
him as he studied the tracks. “We'll 
get a bear this evening,” he predicted 
confidently, “‘and it'll be one you can be 
proud to take home, too!”’ 

We spent the afternoon separated, 
the guide watching one arm of the bay, 
I another. About 6 p.m. he came across 
the tide flat to join me for a bite of 
supper. He announced that we'd stay 
on watch until dark. 

Red was just easing himself down 
onto a rock, a sandwich in one hand, 
when I saw him jerk erect. I had 
glassed that section of the beach (I 
could see more than two miles of it, 
curving around the arm of the bay) 
only a minute before, but I knew, even 
as I looked in the direction Red was 
staring, what I was going to see. 
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I pumped shot after shot into 
him as he tumbled, but he roared 
and bawled and bit at his wounds 


I picked up a dark spot against the 
green wall of grass half a mile away, 
grabbed up my binoculars——-and got an 
eyeful of the first Kodiak bear I had 
ever looked at! 

I wish I could tell you exactly how I 
felt in that instant. This was something 
I had hoped for almost as far back as I 


could remember, one of my rosiest 
dreams coming true. Nothing that’s 


ever happened to me on a hunting trip 
gave me a bigger thrill than that first 
glimpse of the mightiest flesh eater that 
walks the earth today! 


Move Fast—or Lose Him 


He was dark and bulky and as big as 
the tracks back in the mud had led me 
to expect. As far as we could tell at 
that distance his pelt was heavy and 
unrubbed. 

“Come on,”’ 
go get him!” 

It takes a lot longer to make a stalk 
of that kind than it does to tell about it. 
We wound in and out through the high 
grass above the beach, clambering over 
rocks, skulking where the cover was 
short. My guide was in the lead and I 
walked on his heels, trying to follow 
every turn and movement he made. The

wind was blowing down off the mour 
tain, in our faces, and luckily it stay: 
that way. 

We caught repeated glimpses of th« 
bear but we didn’t seem to be overtak- 
ing him as fast as we should, and at last 
I realized that instead of feeding, as I 
had supposed, he was traveling along 
a steady clip. When we got withi: 
about 300 yards I could see him swing 
his huge head from side to side in 
rolling motion as he walke 
testing the wind, watching the tide flats 
and the line of timber above the bea 
all in all, a mighty suspicious bear. 

Soon he went out of sight behind 
low hummock and Red whipped arol 
to urge me on. “He's restless,’ he wh 
pered, “and heading for that ro 
shelf. We gotta make time!”’

Red’s lips formed a soundless ques- 
tion: “How far?’”’ 

{ held up two fingers and then indi- 
cated a quarter of a finger, for a total 
of 225 yards. Red nodded agreement 
with my estimate and I settled the rifle 
snugly against my shoulder. 


Once Isn’t Enough 


Over and over, in our evening talks 
aboard the Atka, the guide had warned 
me what to do when my chance came 
and I had a brownie in the sights: 
“Shoot for the shoulder. Break him 
down! Then you can take care of him.” 

I remembered that injunction now, 
and I also remembered the bullet drop 
of the .348 at ranges in excess of 200 
yards. I held at a point six inches above 
the middle of the shoulder and the blast 
of the gun rolled and echoed across 
Gambier Bay. 

The bear dropped in his tracks, like 
a white-tail buck anchored with a well- 
placed shot. I levered in another cart- 
ridge and kept the rifle on him but for 
two lagging minutes he didn’t so much 
as quiver. 

“Well, I'll be damned,”’ Red said soft- 
ly at last, as he watched through his 
binoculars. “If you killed that Kodiak 
with one shot it’s the first brownie I 
ever saw put down that way! They 
always get up——_”’ 





























Red never finished that sentence. 
Without warning the bear came up out 
of the grass, facing our way, standing 
straight on his hind feet like a boxer 
surging up from the canvas. And his 
bawling roar of pain and rage was the 
most terrifying sound I had ever lis- 
tened to. Pawing the air in fury, he 
whirled and plunged into the high, thick 
grass. 

“This is going to be tough,” said 
Red. “The grass will keep him cov- 
ered until he reaches the timber on that 
rise, and he'll be safe in the timber 
until he reaches the ridge—if he lasts 
that long. We gotta get up there before 
he does.”’ 

Moving quickly, we skirted the grass 
and timber and approached the rocky, 
almost-sheer side of the rise. “I doubt 
if he could make it if you’d broken his 
shoulder,” Red commented, “but I don't 
think you did. And it’s a sucker's bet 
to shoot a wounded bear from below. If 
he started coming downhill, chances are 
you couldn’t get out of his way in time."’ 

We stumbled and clawed our way up 
the rise. When we reached the top I was 
sweating, trembling, and puffing from 
the exertion. We moved cautiously 
along the rim—keeping a few feet back 
from its edge—while I held my rifle 
poised for action. Then it happened! 

Over the rim, and not thirty feet 
away from us, clambered the brownie. 
For an instant he stood erect against 
the sky, and that’s all the time I needed 
A bullet slammed into his chest. 

He lurched and fell backward, rolling 
over and over down the slope of the 


rocky rise, roaring and bawling and bit- 
ing savagely at his own wounds. Aiming 
at any spot I could see, I pumped in 
four more shots before he went out of 
sight. 

When the bellowing died away, we 
slowly descended the drop-off, picking 
our way around rocks a step at a 
time, with our safeties off and both 
rifles ready. 

What we had just witnessed was 
enough to put caution into the coolest 
hunter who ever pointed a gun. Any 
man who hasn't heard the bawling of a 
wounded brownie has something coming 
to him! I was certainly in no mood to 
take chances just then, and Red acted 
equally bear-shy. 

Back on the beach, we climbed a hum- 
mock where we could see the bear with- 
out going directly to him. He was stone 
dead, rolled into a ball like a grotesque 
giant brown caterpillar, his head rest- 
ing between his hind legs in eight inches 
of water in a little tidal pool. 

“Well, I'll be damned,”’ Red drawled 
for the second time. “You didn’t kill 
him. He just sat on his head and 
drowned himself!” 


The Tough Side of Hunting 


Of the six shots I had fired, all had 
connected, but it was just two, di- 
rect into the chest, that had done the 
business. The inside front half of the 
bear was a wreck; I don’t see how he 
ever managed to climb the rise after 
that first shot. 

tolling the bear out of the pool to a 
dry place where we could skin him was 
a hard job for two men, but we tugged 
and heaved and finally managed it. It 
took us an hour and a half to get the 
pelt off. It squared nine feet, and Red 











estimated the bear weighed not less 
than 950 pounds. 

“Now,” he grunted when the skinning 
was finished, ‘“‘we come to the part that 
takes the joy out of bear hunting!” 

I knew what he meant. We con- 
fronted the task of packing the skin, 
heavy with fat and with head and feet 
attached, back to the dinghy, two miles 
across the half-bare, kelp-strewn tide 
flats. I tried to heft the pelt but I 
couldn't even get it off the ground. It 
must have weighed at least 185 pounds. 


Visitor—at the Wrong Time 


Although the tide was going out, 
there was still a chance we could bring 
the dinghy closer to shore. Every quar- 
ter mile saved would help, so we hurried 
back to the boat. But we were too late. 
There was not enough water left on the 
flats to float it. 

Red laid aside his rifle and glasses, 
stripped off his coat, and picked up his 
big packsack. “You take the dinghy 
over into the river and bring it up as 
near to the bear as you can,” he in- 
structed. “That'll be about a mile away. 
I'll start out with the pelt and you tie 
the boat up and come and meet me.” 

He started off on foot. I worked the 
dinghy down the bay into water deep 
enough to run the outboard and headed 
for the little river that meandered 
across the tide flats. I ran up it awhile 
and beached the boat. 

Following Red’s example, I stripped 
to my shirt and left rifle, ammunition, 
binoculars, and the rest of my equip- 
ment in the dinghy. I had serious doubts 
that I could carry the bear pelt three 
steps, but at least I'd eliminate every 
ounce of spare weight and make a try. 

Halfway between the river and the 
dead bear.a low, grass-grown ridge 
lifted a few feet above the flats, con- 
necting the mainland with a small 
wooded area a quarter mile out in the 
bay. This ridge cut off my view so that 
I could see nothing of the guide as I

started to meet him. But as I calculated 
it, by now he should have reached the 
bear, shouldered the pelt, and be on his 
way to the river. 

The sun was behind the mountains and 
twilight was deepening around the head 
of the bay. I came to the ridge, climbed 
it, and halted at the crest, just above 
the high-tide line, to look for Red. He 
was not in sight. But while I stood 
searching the far side of the bay for 
him I caught movement over my shoul- 
der, behind me and to my left. I spun 
around—and 150 yards away a brown 
bear far bigger than the one I had killed 
walked lazily out of the woods and 
down to the beach! 

I just about stopped breathing for a 
minute! In all my planning and think- 
ing about an Alaska bear hunt I had 
never for a second imagined a situation 
like this. There was the second brownie 
my license entitled me to, the kind of 
trophy I had dreamed about but hadn’t 
dared to hope for, literally asking to be 
killed. All I had to do was knock him 
over. And there I was, barehanded, 
with my rifle back in the dinghy half a 
mile away! It’s a wonder the bear didn’t 
hear my heart thumping against my 
ribs! 


Why Guides Grow Gray 


It didn’t take me long to decide what 
to do. I doubted that I could go for the 
gun and get back to the bear while there 
was still light enough for shooting. But 
I had to try. I wanted that pelt. And 
on top of that, with the big fellow 
prowling the beach in the gathering 
dusk, it just didn’t seem healthy for 
Red and me to think only of getting the 
other bearskin out. Red’s rifle was 
back in the boat with mine, and that 
left the whole show up to me. It 
wouldn’t be exactly pleasant if I 
fumbled. 

Before dropping off the ridge I looked 
again for the guide and made him out, 
just emerging from the grass onto the 





beach across the bay. If I hurried ma 
be I could get back here before he blu 
dered into the bear. : 

I started for the boat at a dogtrot. I 4 
be in sight of the bear part of the w 
if he happened to look in my directi 
but there was no help for that. 

A mud flat at low tide is a poor pla 
for cross-country running! I had s 
and slippery footing most of the w 
and I was pretty well winded by t 
time I reached the boat. But I could 
afford a rest at that point, not with R 
plodding toward the bear back there 
the far side of the ridge. My one h 
was that the huge load he was tot 
would compel him to make frequ 
stops. 

I grabbed up my rifle, loaded 
magazine, stuffed a handful of car- 
tridges into my pocket, and started 
back, slipping and stumbling throug! 
the twilight. Most of the way I could 
see the bear, feeding dead ahead, but the 
wind was in my face and as far as | 
could tell he had not noticed me. 

Suddenly I realized I was too win 
to walk farther, let alone take a chance 
on shooting, so I sat down in the grass 
to pull myself together. But I didn't 
rest long. I couldn’t forget that some- 
where beyond the ridge Red must be 
getting close. One way or another, this 
bear hunt was going to come to a cli- 
max in the next few minutes. 

I walked and crawled through the 
grass for another 100 yards and 


stopped briefly to get my wind. My 
watch said 9:15, and the light was 


} 


fading from the beach. But I was clos¢ 
enough to the bear now to see what 
he was doing. 

He had lain down on his belly on the 
side of the ridge, with his head down 
hill toward me and his fanny pointed up 
the slope, and he was eating 
pushing himself from clump to clum; 
with his hind feet. The thing I could 
make out most clearly in the twilight 
was his pink tongue flicking in and out 
as he fed. I’ve never seen a funnier 
sight on a big-game hunt, but I was to: 
tired and apprehensive to appreciate it 
at the time. 

I inched a few yards closer. My 
shooting would have to be done at short 
range in this light if it was to be done 
at all. 

A few more steps, and I'd be near 
enough. The bear went on lapping uj 
grass, his tongue flipping back and fort! 

and then Red hailed me, clear and 
loud!

The Situation Becomes Critical 


He had come up on the crest of the 
ridge, unable to see the bear. But ! 
seen me moving slowly down the beac! 
away from him and supposed I was 
looking for him and going in the wrong 
direction. 

At his shout the bear’s head snapped 
around so fast I actually saw his tongut 
flap against the side of his mouth! 

Whatever happened, I couldn't let 
the guide yell again. I stood erect «nd 
held both arms high above my head 
with the rifle in one hand, hoping «es- 
perately to catch his attention, t 
knowing that his eyes were alread) 
me and that he could see me clea 
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:ilhouetted against the better light out 
on the tide flat. The bear in deep shad- 
ow at the edge of the grass with the 
timber just behind him, was entirely 
invisible to Red. 

The guide instantly understood my 
silent signal. I saw him slip out of his 
pack and fade off the ridge into the high 
grass. At least I had warned him. No 
matter what happened now, he knew he 
was dangerously close to a brownie. 

I moved ahead four or five steps and 
in the dusk inadvertently put my foot 
down on a clump of half-dry seaweed. 
A kelp bladder popped—with as sharp 
a report as if a small inflated paper bag 
had burst. The bear’s head whipped 
back my way and I lifted the rifle. But 
I was still too far away to try the shot 
in that light and I stood for a minute, 
hardly breathing. 


A Shot in the Dark 


Then the bear jerked his head around 
once more to look in the direction from 
which Red’s shout had come. He was 
still sprawled at full length on his belly 
with his rear end pointed uphill, but 
scmething told me he was getting ready 
to go. It was now or not at all. 

I laid the rifle on him—and couldn’t 
even see the barrel! 

For a second I was close to losing my 
nerve, ready to let him lam out of there, 
if he would, with a whole skin. I re- 
membered the way my first brownie had 
got to his feet after I had blown his 
chest to bits; I recalled his roaring and 
his terrible rage. It had taken two 
shots, placed square in the target in 
good light, to anchor him. What could 
I do but botch the job if I risked a shot 
here in the dark? 

Yet somehow I couldn’t pass up my 
chance now that I had the bear at such 
close quarters. I knew what a foolhardy 
thing I was doing but I couldn’t quite 
talk myself out of it. 

I lifted the rifle and pointed it against 
the sky, pulling the front bead down 
tight in the crotch of the rear sight, 
and lowered it slowly on the bear, hop- 
ing to get aim in that fashion. It was 
no use. The instant the sights and 
barrel dropped below the skyline, they 
dissolved together in the darkness. 

I saw the bear shift position—gath- 
ering his feet under him, probably- 
and knew my time was running out. 
More by instinct than intent I whipped 
the rifle down, pointing it as you'd 
point a shotgun, and pulled the trig- 
ger. Then I waited—with the hackles 
rising on my neck—for the bear to 
do something. 

His rear end slid around and settled 
out of sight in the grass. Theyre was no 
other movement, nothing to tell me 
where I had hit. From the fact that he 
did not get up I knew I had scored, but 
it was too much to hope that I had killed 
him with one shot. He'd get up sooner 
or later, and I was keenly aware that 
when he did there'd be no guide behind 
me with a .375, and no chance for fast 
accurate shooting in that light. 

I wheeled to the right and circled 
through the grass, then up the side of 
the ridge. I wanted to move away from 
the spot where I had fired the shot, in 
case the bear decided to charge that

way, and I also wanted to get on higher 
ground where there might be a little 
better light. 

In my new position I waited for what 
seemed minutes, but what was probably 
ten seconds in reality, for the bear to 
move. When the place where he was 
lying stayed as quiet as a grave it came 
to me that maybe a miracle had hap- 
pened. Maybe my one shot had done the 
job, after all. I started to move down on 
him a step at a time, the rifle ready at 
my shoulder. And I’ve never in my life 
been more afraid than I was the next 
three or four minutes. 


Red Has His Doubts 


At fifteen feet, with the motionless 
brown shape clearly visible before me, 
I poured a second shot into him just be- 
hind the shoulder as a safety measure. 
When he neither flinched nor quivered 
as the heavy slug went home, I knew he 
was dead. I walked in and looked him 
over. 
My first shot, fired blind in the dark, 
had struck him in the neck four inches 
below the ear, cutting his windpipe and 
the jugular vein, ripping his whole 
throat apart, and smashing the back 
part of his brain to a pulp. He had died 
where he lay, without moving or grunt- 
ing, as swiftly and certainly as if a bolt 
of lightning had ripped into him from 
nose to tail!

Study your waters, 


and your methods of fishing them, 
and you'll probably get, results 


you never had before 


\ 


here’s one thing I’ve discovered 
about fishing: a good angler never 
stops learning. That’s because he 
never ceases studying the habits of fish, 
the waters in which they are found, and 
his own angling techniques. He doesn’t 
hesitate to change his methods if they 
aren’t producing as well as they should. 
Then he studies the water carefully and 
experiments with other methods. 

Too many men fish mechanically. 
That is, they learn the rudiments of the 
game, become proficient in one or two 
basic methods, and from that point on 
never change. If such a man would 
do a little thinking, he’d probably dis- 
cover that he has been failing to give 
the more challenging spots enough time 
and attention, and that he gets results 
only in the relatively few spots where 
his technique is suitable. 

I do not contend, of course, that a 
man can analyze himself overnight into 
a super-duper fisherman. Instead, he 
should try to solve each problem as it 
arises, seek to find out why he is not 
getting results when he should get them, 
and try new approaches. He shouldn't 
become self-satisfied. Perhaps his par- 
ticular brand of fishing has produced 
good results. But how does he know 
that another method won't produce 
even better? 

Take those reputedly good waters 
that have always given you the glassy 
stare. Don't abandon them after try- 
ing a few conventional approaches. 
Study every inch of them and try fish- 
ing from every possible angle and with 
every possible method. 


Stumped for Three Years Running 


I recall a pool on an Eastern stream 
that for years resisted my best methods. 
It had a lot of good-size trout; I'd 
seen them chasing minnows in the shal- 
lows or rising to flies in a restricted 
area not far from the head of the hole. 
I tried this pool each time I fished the 
stream during three seasons, and my 
total catch was two trout. I took them 
with a bucktail when they were chasing 
minnows. 

But I had no luck with a fly when 
they were rising to insects. No matter 
how cautiously I approached from 
‘downstream to within casting distance 
of the feeding area, I immediately put 
the fish down. I tried longer casts than 
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I could properly handle, but the fly al- 
ways dragged, and the fish got alarmed 
and quit rising. They were highly sus- 
picious, and my skill with the rod 
couldn’t cope with the situation. 

For a long time I simply accepted 
the fact that I wasn’t getting results 
and let it go at that. But one day, after 
I'd got within 70 ft. of the fish, only to 
have them quit before I made a single 
cast, I decided it was high time to study 
the situation. So I gave up hope of tak- 
ing any fish there that day and de- 
liberately waded through every inch of 
the pool, noting all its shoals, currents, 
and holes. . 

I made a discovery. The feeding area 
was a current tongue—about 2 ft. deep 
and smooth-topped—that cut diagonal- 
ly across the stream. From it, the fish 
could readily detect (through the clear 
water) the approach of any angler from 
the lower part of the stream. 

Upstream there was white water, end- 
ing at a point some 30 ft. above the 
feeding area. It occurred to me that if 
I were to start upstream and wade 
down to the upper edge of the pool, 
keeping my feet in the white water, I 
might be able to get a successful fly to 
the trout. 

Next time I was on the stream I 
tried that approach. It took some fancy 
footwork, for the water was fast and 
the bottom slippery. When I got my- 
self well anchored at the edge of the 
pool, I saw that the trout were still 
feeding. Evidently the white water had 
kept my. waders well concealed. 

I made a simple slack-line cast, drop- 
ping the fly several feet short of the 
nearest rise. The fly reached a fish be- 
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fore the line could straighten out 
enough to drag it. The trout—a good 
one—took the lure in a businesslike 
way, without any fuss or rush. 

I was able to get three fish in all 
none less than 15 in.—before the rest 
took alarm and went below. And from 
that day on I had no trouble with the 
pool until a flood changed its contours. 


No Resting on Your Laurels! 


And that illustrates a second point 
Even after you’ve learned the charac- 
teristics of a stream you can’t rest on 
your laurels. Changes are bound to 
come—some quickly, others over a long 
period, as when a deep pool gradually 
fills with silt. 

Do you like to fish the peaceful 
meadow streams—those little creeks 
that meander slowly, never rushing 
along, through farmlands and marshes? 
Here and there you'll find deep, dark- 
looking holes under the banks, or shal- 
lows running long and straight. It isn’t 
difficult to take trout in the holes if you 
fish with bait, particularly when the 
water is high and discolored. But such 
fish usually scorn flies. The really in- 
teresting angling is when the trout are 
feeding in the shallows, and that’s a 
set-up that many anglers avoid becaus¢s 
they know the fish are wily and sus- 
picious customers, so cunning, in fact, 
that many persons can never hook 
them. Other fishermen ignore the 
shoals because they’re unaware that 
good trout often feed in them. 

I learned to fish these meadow 
streams the hard way. And it’s a slow

Refrigerator Transportation for Your Catch 


N matter how hot the day, you can 
get your fish home in fresh, firm 
condition, even over a considerable dis- 
tance. An ordinary lard can will do the 
job for you. 

Most fishing camps have ice houses 
where you can store your catch. When 
you are ready to start home, take the 
lard bucket and place several inches of 
sawdust in its bottom. Cover the saw- 
dust with a layer of newspapers. Then 
build up a layer of coarsely chopped ice, 
a layer of fish, another layer of ice, and 
so on, until the can is almost filled—or 
your fish run out. Now add a good, 
thick layer of newspapers and fill the 
can to its brim with sawdust. 

The newspapers and sawdust provide 
excellent insulation. If your journey is 
going to be a long one, you will do well 
to wrap plenty of newspapers around 
the outside of the bucket, tying them 
in place with string. The sawdust in 
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the bottom of the receptacle will absort 
the water of melting ice, so that ever 
the fish in the lower layers will remair 
fresh and firm.—Keith C. Schuyler.

process unless you’re a genius, which 
I am not. First, there was the ap- 
proach. It took many trials and fail- 
ures to teach me that you can’t wade 
the shoals or tramp along a bank with- 
out sending the trout down for an ex- 
tended period. In time I found that 
when fish were not feeding on flies they 
often retired to the deep holes. I also 
discovered that it is sometimes possible 
to lure them out with a fly or by dredg- 
ing the bottom of the pool with a worm 
or grub. The bait method is best if 
you know how to handle the natural 
lures. But during a period of good fly 
hatches or nymph movements, the fish 
leave the deep holes and move into 
favorable shallow stretches. 

Of course, each feeding stretch has 
its peculiarities. One area, for in- 
stance, may lie in a very flat stretch of 
meadow. Then you have your work 
cut out for you. By keeping very low, 
so that your body will present no sil- 
houette for the fish to see, you may be 
able to get quite close to the bank and 
make a good cast. But if the bank is 
extremely low, you may have to remain 
well back in the meadow and make a 
long, overland cast, trusting to your 
instinct to tell you when you've got a 
strike. Or you may have to move down 
below the shoals and work upstream. 


A Strategic Approach 


Sometimes, of course, you'll have 
background—a hill or a heavy growth 
of trees—that will obscure your sil- 
houette. Even then, it’s wise to keep 
as low as you can. In any case, make 
a stealthy, light-footed approach, for 
vibrations carry strongly through mead- 
owland, and the more springy the 
ground the farther the vibrations travel. 

When you have solved the problem 
of approach, you are prepared to set up 
a strategy to fit the situation. Let me 
illustrate. Late one afternoon I came to 
a good feeding stretch in a meadowland 
stream. The bank of the stream was 
about 214 ft. high, so I approached the 
last 15 or 20 ft. by crawling until I was 
within 3 ft. of the water’s edge. A nice 
clump of tall grass permitted me to 
scan the pool without being seen by 
the fish. The sun was still above the 
horizon and there were no rises. I 
rested behind the grass until the sun 
set, then tossed a dry fly to a spot 
where I'd often seen fish rise on other 
afternoons. 

Since there was practically no cur- 
rent, the fly just sat on the water, ex- 
asperatingly quiet. When nothing took 
it after a few minutes I impatiently 
lifted it preparatory to making another 
cast. When I did, the fly naturally 
caused a little disturbance on the sur- 
face. Instantly I saw the wake of two 
good fish as they scurried about in 
alarm. 

Instead of making another cast, I let 
the fly drop in the meadow behind me 
and carefully reeled it in, avoiding a 
snag. Then I spent the next 20 min- 
utes changing to a mud-treated leader, 
one that would sink quickly. While do- 
ing it, I held a wet fly in my mouth un- 
til it became saturated. 

Finally I made the cast. Everything

worked perfectly. The fly went under 
as it struck, taking the leader with it. 
I waited until the line-leader connec- 
tion went under and then started a 
a slow “hand twist” retrieve, which 
imparted slight jerks to the fly. About 
the fifth twist I felt a tug and saw a 
swirl. I was fast to a good trout. 

The next two casts got no results, so 
I curbed my impatience and waited 
about 20 minutes before trying again. 
Then I used the same tactics and 
landed a 13-in. brookie. Before dark- 
ness set in I got a third fish, a beauti- 
ful 2-lb. brownie. After that my casts 
were unproductive. 

I’ve had excellent results on many 
occasions in this type of water. Some- 
times I let the fly float naturally; other 
times I get action by twitching it slight- 
ly at regular intervals as I retrieve 
slowly—so slowly that no noticeable 
ripple appears on the surface. 

That’s my prescription for meadow- 
land fishing: a light-footed, cautious 
approach that conceals your silhouette; 
delicacy and smoothness of fly delivery 
and retrieve; and the right leader and 
fly for the occasion. 

Have you ever been foiled in an at- 
tempt to take surface-feeding fish from 
a quiet groove of water between two 
fast currents? Or from a feeding area 
opposite white water? If you are ex- 
tremely adept, you may get results with 
a loop or slack-line cast that gives you 
the dragless float usually needed. But 
if you can do that this article is not for 
you. I know I can’t consistently. 

I tried to perfect that kind of cast- 
ing for years before I decided there 
must be alternative ways of getting re- 
sults. Maybe I'd get one perfect slack- 
line cast in 20 tries. When I did, the 
other 19 attempts had put the fish down, 
so I got no results anyway. 


It Depends on the Stream 


So now I try to work out alternative 
procedures, using the loop or slack-line 
casts only when they are absolutely 
necessary. And they sometimes are. 
There are streams—the deep, fast 
mountain type—where you have to use 
such a cast to perfection, since no other 
method will get results. 

My idea in approaching a feeding 
groove in fast water is to find a spot 
which will let me make the best use of 
my casting skill. Put another way— 
the limitations of my skill have a de- 
cided effect, in many instances, on my 
approach. Here is where you must de- 
cline to let precedent be your guide. 
The average fisherman follows the line 
of least resistance. Along our trout 
Streams you find well-worn trails made 
by generations of anglers, most of 
whom have fished a stream exactly as 
everyone else fished it. The easiest spot 
to reach is the one from which they’ll 
cast. And it is not necessarily the best 
position. Often, if you study the ter- 
rain, you'll find a spot from which you 
can make a much better cast. Perhaps 
it will take extra effort to reach it— 
wading or struggling through brush— 
but it will pay dividends. 

Frequently, for instance, I retrace 
my steps down the bank of a stream, 

ross it, and move up on the other side,

Sometimes there is no spot fro.

(which will drag it) and placing you 
fly on the slower-moving groove in 
natural-looking float. 

You will find dark spots in practica 
ly all white-water stretches and the 
merit your attention. Each may hi 
trout, although many will not. Invest 
gate each patch thoroughly, so that 
next time you fish the stream you'll 
know which to work and which to avoi 

Examine the bases of waterfal 
especially those ranging in height from 
a few inches to a few feet. Sometimes 
you'll find that the white water 
separated by pockets of smooth waté 
edged with foam. Patches of quiet 
water near rocks are particularly pr 
ductive. Cast so your fly will hit a rock 
and then drop lightly into the water 
You'll frequently pick up a nice fish 
Here again, use a high rod to get the 
line over the fast water. 

Often, too, you'll find productive 
water above a low waterfall—water 
which can be worked from the base. It 
may be near the drop-off or upstream 4 
bit. Before you cast, try to locate 4 
rock in the pool. Then attempt to drap 
your line over it. If you cast so that 
the line falls into rapid water your fly 
will drag badly. But if you can get it 
over a rock,-you may promote a perfect 
float—Ray Bergman. 
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How to Hook Gar 


are right, is with a casting rod 
The method depends on the fact that 
e.ery once in a while the gar comes 
to the surface and remains there a few 
seconds before sliding back. If the 
water is clear you'll be able to observe 
his movements. 

Put on a strong leader, a kidney 
weight, and a large treble hook. When 
you see the gar start to rise, cast a bit 
ahead and on the other side of the spot

Then jerk your hook into him as he lies 
on the surface.

Be ready for his first rush or he 
tear up your tackle. If you manage t 
check that, it’s just a question of fin 
ing out whether you or the fish 
stronger. If the gar is as long as 4 ft 
he may win the battle. It’s a good idea 
to have a .22 pistol handy to dispat: 
the critters once they’re whipped. 

This method also works when the ga 
is floating on the surface.

horizon possibly thirty miles distant. 

Duke slid the car into second gear to 
check our descent. In the valley, we 
crossed a series of creek fords—modern 
ones, built of concrete, with a trickle of 
water going over them. 

Impassable in high water,” 
warned. 

In twelve miles, we crossed ten of 
these fords. 

“Pop,’”’ said Duke, “do you suppose 
this was what the man was talking 
about when he said to watch out for 
rains? These don’t look bad to me.” 

“T doubt it,’’ I said. ‘‘There’s high 
ground between these fords, and all 
we'd have to do would be to wait for 
the water to go down. That usually 
won’t take more than a few hours, be- 
cause most of these crossing are over 
spring-fed tributaries to the main creek. 

“If there’s a heavy rain up in the 
mountains,’’ I gestured to the sur- 
rounding terrain, ‘the water comes 
down in a rush. Five minutes can mean 
the difference between a nearly dry 
crossing and a torrent that could tum- 
ble a car end-over-end downstream. 

“It’s true that a number of people 
are drowned every year by being caught 
*# fords, but that usually happens at 

fzht to people who are in a hurry and 

tke a chance. We're lucky today. The 
seeks have gone down and the skies 
ate pretty clear.” 

Thirteen miles out, the graveled road 
nded abruptly, and we began a back- 
country adventure that almost cost us 
our car—and put a pointed lesson be- 
hind my remark about people who take 
a chance 

I shall describe the rest of the road 
briefly here, because we’re coming back 
over it under less pleasant circum- 
stances. 

We crossed the main creek on a 
rickety, timber-and-cable wooden ford 
that sank beneath the weight of the 
car. Then the road divided into three 
parallel trails winding amid trees 
three trails, we found, because two had 
become so deep-rutted as to be im- 
passable. A wooden bridge across a 
now-dry tributary—of which more later 

a two-mile run on a narrow dirt road, 
then a dip into what appeared to be the 
creek bed. The creek actually ran 
thirty feet farther to the right, but the 
undercut tree roots standing shoulder 
high in this steep-banked ditch bore 
witness to the torrent it carried when 
the creek flooded. 

We realized abruptly that the terrain 
had changed. The patch of timber we 
had just gone through had marked the 
end of the valley. 

Picture a head-on collision of two 
granite mountains that rebound and 
leave splintered fragments in a rock- 
walled chasm between. And a spring- 
fed stream and several hundred million 
years of erosion. This canyon—it may 
be 300 feet deep and as narrow as 50 
is the only break through miles of 
mountain ridges so rugged that no roads 
cross them.

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sage of boats through these gaps, and | 
usually the terrain is so rough and| 
steep that portaging is impossible. 

These are the “shut-ins’’—the only 
entrances to mountain-walled valleys 
beyond. On a given stream there may 
be several of them, spaced a few miles 
apart. Relatively few are accessible by | 
road. 

We drove two miles through this par- 
ticular steep-sided canyon, which we 
later learned was one of the few shut-ins 
traversible by road. Twice we crossed | 
the main stream on “natural” fords- 
just plain gravel. Mostly we drove 
through a dry gully on a surface of 
gravel stones, ranging from hen’s-egg 
diameter to the size of a football; 
solid, but hell on springs and tires. 
Occasionally there were stretches of | 
sand. 

One more ford, then up a steep moun- 
tainside, letting the car creep over 
jagged granite outcropping. 

Atop the mountain was a small, 
whitewashed farmhouse—the first we’d 
seen in some six miles. Here the road, 
such as it was, moved away from the 
stream. A glance down showed why. 
One hundred feet below us was a deep 
pool, backed up by a rock barrier over 
which the clear current dropped sheer 
for 30 feet and then splashed through a 
wilderness of granite boulders—a can- 
yon watercourse of cascades inter- 
spersed with deep, spring-fed pools. | 

“Oh, boy,” Duke whistled as the 
water in the first pool broke with the 
swirl of a surface-hitting fish. We 
parked and rigged our fly rods. 

Duke elected to start at the head of 
the cascades. I picked my way through 
granite boulders to their base, a quarter 
of a mile below, where the stream 
broadened into a deep, quiet hole. This 
was water that was clear on the riffles, 
and blue-clear in the pools—the blue of 
Missouri’s Ozark springs. 

Down at the pool, I picked an eight- 
foot-high boulder for concealment. Re- 
membering that surface swirl, I tied on 
a popper and flipped it out alongside the 
tongue of the current. 





Duke Had Something to Show 


The smack of a hitting fish was in- 
stantaneous, and at the same time I 
heard a gleeful shout from Duke. When | 
I had hung a husky black perch on my 
stringer I looked up and waved acknowl- 
edgment as he held something aloft— 
something bigger than my catch. 

I worked on downstream, fishing de- 
liberately and switching lures frequent- | 
ly to meet the changing conditions of | 
the stream. 

It curved into brush-lined riffles and | 
bluff holes. It was stalking water— | 
fly-rod water—with boulders and bluffs | 
and sycamore and willow brush for con- | 
cealment. Long casts were rare. There 
wasn’t room. Twice my rubber-soled | 
canvas boots slipped on the mossy gran- 
ite and I got a thorough dousing. 

I’m a devotee of mountain-stream 
fishing, and I had been bemoaning the 
distance I now lived from the Rockies. 
I'll moan no more, for behind the shut- 
ins lie incomparable cool-water streams. 
Water where every foot is a likely spot, 
where the shallow lip of a cascade will

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drop a wet fly into a swirling pool, 
where the popper and dry fly pull blue- 
gill and black perch out of bordering 
water lilies, where a deep-running spin-

Retreat Before the Rain 


Intent on my fishing, I had worked 
about two miles downstream when I 
realized the sun was disappearing. The 
sky had closed overhead, and a deep- 
black cloud mass was moving in rapidly 
from the west—over the mountains that 
fed the headwaters of the stream. 

These Ozark storms can come up 
swiftly and pass over the same wavy. 
Or they can linger and pour down water 
by the bucketfuls. As I ringed the fly 
hook to the rod and turned back, the 
buckets started. 

Sloshing upstream, I quickly realized 
that this was to be no brief shower. The 
rain beat down in a heavy staccato. The 
current, the slippery stones and the 
necessity of detouring unwadable holes 
by going through brush or along bluff 
sides made progress slow. Increasingly 
muddy rivulets pouring in from side 
gullies warned of things to come. 

The better part of an hour had 
passed and I was wading through rapid- 
ly clouding water before I ascended the 
gorge where I had started out. Duke 
was at the car. An old hand at being 
caught in rains in rough country, he 
had turned the vehicle around and now 
started the motor up as I stuck my rod 
through the back window, pitched the 
fish after it, and climbed in. I took 
the wheel. 

It was a case of get out now or sit 
on that mountainside — perhaps over- 
night, or longer—waiting for the main 
stream to subside. It wasn’t long be- 
fore I was wishing we had elected to 
wait it out on the mountainside. 

Descent of the mountain was an 
agonizingly slow process when we 
knew that every instant of delay gave 
the stream that much more opportunity 
to cut off our escape route. But a 
bruised, flat tire or a bumper hung 
on the rocks would delay us even more. 
We couldn’t afford to hurry. 

At the ford I stopped, and Duke 
waded out. The water hit near the top 
of his jungle boots—ten inches, I esti- 
mated. About a four-inch rise since 
Wwe came across it. The main run-off 
hadn’t got this far down. 

Our car took the ford without diffi- 
culty. I edged it slowly across to keep 
from splashing water high enough to 
drown the motor. That slow place, 
however, proved costly on the other 
side. Just as I breathed a sigh of relief, 
the back wheels spun. 

We were miring in sand, made soft by 
the rain and seepage from the rising 
creek,

Twice we _ skidded 
against willows, adding dents to our 
enders. Then the wheels spun futilely 
in a mudhole. This last half a mile 
threatened to be our undoing.

Duke drove, I pushed, and the 
tires splattered me head to foot with 
mud as they thrust the car out and onto 
half-solid ground.

Hope Rises—and Falls 


It gave us two surprises, one not un- 
pleasant, the other definitely bad. 

The heavy run-off of water, we saw, 
hadn’t yet reached this far down on the 
main stream. The crest was nowhere 
near as high as that on the last tribu- 
tary we crossed, which entered below 
this point. Conceivably we might get 
across. 

On the other hand, the water was 
opaque with mud. We couldn’t see the 
narrow parallel timbers we had to drive 
over, and if the wheels missed them 
we'd be permanently stalled in mid- 
stream. Permanently, that is, until the 
force of the rising flood swept the car 
before it. 

I walked across nearly knee-deep in 
water, bracing myself against the cur- 
rent and feeling with. my feet for the 
sunken timber runway. Duke drove, 
steering by my position. At the deepest 
dip in the center the water surged 
through the radiator grille and over the 
running boards; the motor missed, 
spluttered for a few turns of the wheels, 
and died. 

Right now we cashed in on an offhand 
tip I'd given Duke days before. Leaving 
the transmission in low gear, he stepped 
on the starter. The car lurched forward 
unevenly. Propelled by the starter 
alone, it pulled free of the water and 
up the steep approach onto the high 
gravel road and safety. 

Ahead there were more fords, but 
these were over the lesser streams 
where the water would recede in a 
few hours. Between them were gravel 
road and high ground where we could 
wait and dry out the shorted motor 
contacts. 

“T got a broken rod,” Duke said. He 
held up a four-pound smallmouth bass. 
It had snapped his four-ounce panfish 
rod just below the top ferrule of the 
center section. That was his first 
catch, the one that had brought his 
Shout as I started to fish. 

Using an extra rod we had along, he 
had continued fishing. In fact, working 
a short stretch of water, he’d outfished 
me in number and in poundage. 

We've been back to that creek since, 
and to other creeks like it. And we're 
going back some more. We're going 
where there are miles of unfenced, un- 
posted water—and where we can fish for 
a day, or two, or three, with slight 
chance of seeing another angler. 

We’re going where there are no com- 
mercial resorts, where springs are flow- 
ing because civilization hasn’t cut off 
the timber nor polluted the water, and

strike, and finally get caught—just to 
be turned loose again a few minutes 
later. I’ve caught whitefish and chub 
the same way. But I’ve also snapped 
the wrist on similar strikes and come up 
with something else again. 

Like now. The rod didn’t yield when I 
gave it the butt. Neither did the fish. 
Not for a second. Then, like a Brahma 
steer, rump-kicked from a chute, that 
rainbow busted out all over. The bam- 
boo doubled to the water’s surface, 
threatening to tear from my hand. The 
line sang like a fiddlestring as it knifed 
water.

by a fly. Usually they may be returned 
to the stream with no hurt at all. This 
method of stocking could be very suc- 
cessful on waters restricted to fly fish- 
ing. 

The fly fisherman is not, as a rule, a 
fish hog. As a matter of fact he could 
not be one, even if he wanted to be. 

The Big Pool in the X River in Con- 
necticut, is half a mile of tough going 
from the nearest highway. It’s a good 
place for the fiy fisherman in midsea- 
son. On a May afternoon I raised and 
killed a twelve-inch brown there. He 
was all over the pool, so I “rested”’ it 
before trying another cast. 


bank. He stood beneath a willow tree 


Meanwhile | 
a bait fisherman arrived on the opposite | 


and I could see the splash and hear the | 


plop as his sinker hit the water. 
I had to work for my next fish. I was 


fishing ‘“‘wet’’ and when finally another | 


brownie showed he only followed the 
fly in. The next cast and the next were 
zero. Meanwhile my friend across the 
way had pulled one in and had settled 
down under the tree for real business. 
There were plenty of trout in the bot- 
tom of the pool and it didn’t disturb 
them a bit when one of them was horsed 
out and tossed up on the bank. 

Not so the surface feeders. I took a 
walk up the stream, came back, and 
tried several flies. Finally I put on a 
Montreal and a brownie took it. He 
was all over the surface of the pool and 
though he didn’t break water I knew I 
was through for the afternoon in that 
spot. Just the same I tried everything 
I had, but it was no go. 

The wormer went right along to his 
limit, held up his string for me to see, 
and departed. He would be back on 
the morrow, and the day after, until the 
Big Pool was cleaned up. 

That bait fisherman was absolutely 
within his rights. But here is the point: 
if the stream had been restricted to fly 
fishing there would probably have been 
only a few fish caught at that partic- 
ular time, instead of twelve. Perhaps, 
later in the day, the trout might have 
started surface-feeding again and some- 
one else might have caught one or two 
more. At that rate the Big Pool might 
well have produced good fishing all sea- 
son—-might even have carried over a 
few hardy browns for another year. 

Or on another day: It is raining and 
the water is rising. Feed from the 
banks is being washed into the river. 
The trout are on the rampage. Instinct 
has made them ravenous and with the 
water murky and high they are prac- 
tically defenseless, even the wily old 
wild trout. The real meat hunters are 
out in force with their night crawlers, 
and are they catching fish! After an 
orgy like this, try to get a nibble or a 
rise for the rest of the season unless 
there is another stocking. 

Give each a stream to himself and I 
will put my money on the fly fisherman 
to outfish the bait man during the mid 
and late season when the weather is 
warm, the water low, and the fishing 
difficult. That is when the skill of the 
craftsman counts. He will not make big

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atches; he will not clean out the river, 
but he will catch fish. Trouble is, by that 
time there are few fish left to catch. 

Even after a restocking in midseason 
he is heavily handicapped. Worm fish- 
ing does not mix with fly fishing. One 
worm fisherman on a stream can scare 
more trout than a dozen fly casters. The 
wormer is walking downstream and the 
fish are facing upstream. If the water 
is shallow he will be walking in it, prob- 
ably near the middle. He gives no 
thought to concealment. It isn’t neces- 
sary, because he can let his line drift 
far downstream where the fish can’t 
see him. Or he can sink his hook to the 
bottom of the deep pools. But as he 
wallows along he puts down all the sur- 
face-feeding fish. So far as the fly fish- 
erman is concerned he is in a class with 
the outboard motor. 

The fly fisherman is careful. He has 
to be. His range is short—only the dis- 
tance he can throw a fly. When con- 
ditions are difficult he learns to stay 
low in the water, hug the banks, keep 
in the shadows. Care, quietness, in- 
visibility become second nature to him. 
And with them sportsmanship and con- 
sideration for others. I would as soon 


fish behind a good fly fisherman as 
ahead of him. 
Trial Will Win Many Converts 
Let’s have a fair deal for the fly 


fishermen. Give them a few streams to 
themselves. There will be outcries at 


first: “undemocratic,” “special privi- 
lege,” “it won’t benefit the stream any- 
way.” I do not believe that these pro- 


tests are sound or that they will per- 
sist. I believe that in one season the 
complaints will die down and many of 
the bait fishermen will turn to the 
superb sport to be had with the fly and 
to the superior fishing to be had on the 
restricted waters 

The restricted stream 
then be gradually increased _ until 
everyone is satisfied. That point will 
not be reached until at least 50 percent 
of our waters are posted “Fly Fishing 
Only.” We are already on our way. 

In some states legislation will be 
necessary to confer the necessary power 
upon the fish and game authority, 
where that power does not already ex- 
ist. The Connecticut statute is a good 
example: “the board (State Board of 
Fisheries and Game) may, by regula- 
tion, govern and prescribe the use of 
such lands and waters (i.e., waters in 
Which the state has fishing rights by 
lease, purchase, or agreement), the 
open and close seasons, the method of 
taking, the legal length, and the daily 
creel or bag limits for all species of 
game and wildlife thereon.”’ 

The plan should be worked at first on 
carefully selected streams, and a lower 
creel limit set than on the open streams, 
although fishermen should be permitted 
to catch and return to the water as 
many fish as they like. Its inaugura- 
tion or extension should be accom- 
panied by all possible publicity, and 
public hearings should be held. Every 
eflort should be made to interest fish 
and game clubs and associations. An 
appeal to sportsmen and conservation- 
ists will not go unanswered. THE END

group. My own feeling is that while 
wings are superfluous under many con- 
litions, there are more when they are 
really needed. In fact, I use them most 
of the time. And, apart from other con- 
siderations, wings do help the fisherman 
to keep track of his offering! 

Another excellent fast-water fly is 
the Royal Wulff, which is simply the 
Royal Coachman tied with white buck- 
tail or deer-hair wings and a brown 
bucktail or hair tail. Indeed, it was 
originally known as the Hair-wing 
Royal Coachman, but never became 
popular until Wulffs were publicized. 
Get this in sizes 8 to 14 inclusive, in- 
stead of in the sizes checked. 


ARK HENDRICKSON Sizes 10- 
RICKSON 


If used intelligently, both these pat- 
terns will prove their worth to you, 
provided one has really dark hackles 
and the other has really light ones. 

In the Dark Hendrickson I like 
hackles and tail that are a dark, smoky 
blue; a fur body of dark blue-gray 
muskrat, mixed with a bit of brown; 
and for wings, speckled feathers of 
mandarin or wood duck, or dyed mal- 
lard. , 

In the Light Hendrickson I like 
hackles and tail of natural blue dun, or 
blue-gray with a lavender tint; cream- 
gray body from the belly fur of a red 
fox; and the same wings as before. 

Incidentally, I prefer tails (as well as 
wings) of speckled feather fibers, as in 
the photograph, when I can get them 
stiff enough. 

Let me hasten to add that neither of 
these descriptions tallies exactly with 
that given by Roy Steenrod, who was 
the first man to tie the original Hen- 
drickson. Here are his specifications: 
hackles, natural dun; tail, crest of 
golden pheasant; body, fawn-colored fur 
from belly of red fox; wings, wood 
duck (speckled). . 

This original dressing is so close to 
what I’ve called Light Hendrickson, 
and the name is so well known, that I’ve 
thought it best to let it go at that. It 
doesn’t matter much which one of these 
light versions you get; just be sure, 
when you come to the Dark Hendrick- 
son, to pick a fly with sharply contrast- 
ing hackles and body along the lines 
described.

To omit this pattern (shown with 
natural blue-dun hackles) or to chal- 
lenge its right to belong on any basic 
list would be futile. But to me it is 
just another job with  bluish-gray 
hackles, and as such should be con- 
sidered in connection with what I’ve al- 
ready said about Blue Quill, Blue Dun, 
and the Hendricksons.

fish. You may miss rise after rise, if 
the trout don’t really take the fly but 
simply brush on by. When this hap- 
pens, however, you'll often get a busi- 
ness rise by changing to some standard 
pattern that doesn’t loom quite so large. 

Sometimes it’s best to use a spider 
having body and tail, as in a regular 
fly; bodies of gold and silver tinsel are 
suggested. At other times a _ spider 
that’s tied hackle-fashion only (no body 
or tail), on a regular short-shank hook, 
proves more efficient. 

In either case, the main thing is to 
have a good wide hackle spread—say 
114, or 1% times as much as in the 
normal fly. So in ordering from a deal- 
er or a fly tyer, specify the width you 
want. Usually badger and brown are 
the only two colors you need, but oc- 
casionally it helps to have a light ginger 
or a honey shade.

Cahill, if you think speckled wings are 
better than solid slate. As for the

Whichever pat- 
tern you choose, you'll find that a few 
specimens with orange-floss or Gantron 
F bodies will come in useful.

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CRAPPIES 
IN THE TREETOPS 


Sounds wacky, but that’s really the way it was.

Dad and I helped him stow his tackle 
Then, since he had offered nothing by 
way of explanation, I asked: 

“You’re going to fool who? And 
how ?”’ 

“Them durn crappies,’’ Russ said 
belligerently. 

“He’s mad at a bunch of fish that cost 
him most of his tackle the last time we 
were down at the lake,” dad put in 

“Don’t kid me,’ I said. ‘The fishing 
may be good, but crappies don’t get 
that big.” 

“It isn’t their size. It’s their orneri- 
ness that does it,’’ dad elaborated 
“They keep wrapping Russ’s line around 
a stump or something and then steal 
his minnow. He’s left enough tackle in 
the lake to stock a store.” 

“They won't do it today, though,” 
Russ stated positively. 

“How come?” I asked. 

“Wait and see. I’m going to beat 
‘em at their own game.” 

Our destination was Norfolk Lake in 
southern Missouri. I’d moved away 
from this section some twelve years 
before and a federal dam had _ since 
been built on the north fork of the 
White River in northern Arkansas. 
backed-up waters of the river forn 
lake that extends a good many miles 
up into Missouri. As with most such 
lakes, the fishing in the first few ye 
of its existence was unusually g 
but by this time it had tapered off so 
There was still plenty, though, as Iv 
soon to find out. 

Like many of his fellow citizen 
the Ozark Mountains, Russ is a n 
now fisherman. During my absel 
I'd been living in Oregon and sati 
ing my fishing appetite on the big r: 
bows and brown trout in that stat 
famed Deschutes River, and prefer: 
the fly rod and artificial flies. Dad, v 
a more tolerant view of angling mé¢

Russ hauled away hopefully on 
his forty-pound-test line — and 
brought up an armload of wood 
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ods, had spent the years since the war 
fishing intermittently in Missouri, Flor- 
ida, and Oregon. 

However, it had been a long time 
since I’d fished with minnows and I 
wasn’t especially opposed to the idea. 
They can be purchased at several fish- 
ing camps on the lake shore, but dad 
and Russ preferred to catch their own. 

Our first stop, therefore, was at a 
spring-fed creek, where they proceeded 
to show me the fine points of gathering 
in about ten bucks’ worth of live bait, 
at current market prices, in half a 
dozen swipes with a seine. 


Unusual Spot for Fish 


We made a short stop at Bakersfield, 
to put fresh water in the two minnow 
buckets, and arrived at the lake on 
schedule. 

While Russ went to get the boat, dad 
and I piled the gear on the bank. A 
period of unseasonably cloudy weather 
had cooled ordinarily hot June weather 
—and, we hoped, improved the fishing, 
which had been slow for several weeks. 

The half-mile wide stretch of water 
that had once been the North Fork 
River was long and winding, with 
many bays and inlets where the backed- 
up waters followed the lower contours 
of the Ozarks. In some places the 
banks were sheer rock cliffs; in others, 
steep hills covered with scrub oak and 
a tangle of lesser underbrush. 

“Where's the best place to catch 
crappies?’’ I asked, when Russ came 
up with the boat. 

“Oh, we find ’em in the treetops,” 
replied Russ. 

I smiled to show my appreciation of 
the joke. Then: “I was serious,” I in- 
sisted. “I haven’t fished this kind of 
water for years.” 

“Like I told you,’’ Russ said patiently. 
“We catch ’em i 

The outboard drowned him out with 
its starting roar as dad spun it into 
life. I abandoned any further quest for 
information, supposing that Russ was 
naturally reluctant to give away his 
favorite fishing spots. We cruised down 
the lake for half an hour or so before 
dad turned the boat in toward a high 
rocky bank and cut the motor. 

Ahead a jagged piece of wood stuck 
out of the water, and as the boat drifted 
toward it I saw it was a tree limb. Russ 
grabbed it and fastened the anchor 
rope to it. In the water beneath, dingy 
from the recent rains, I could make out 
the rest of the tree. So this was what 
he’d been talking about! 

“How come?” I asked. “I thought 
Uncle Sam cleaned all the trees out of 
here before the water got high.” 

“Wind must’ve blown it over,” dad 
chuckled. 

Over on the bank was a stump bear- 
ing indisputable evidence of the use of 
ae ax and saw. “I see what you mean,” 

Said, 

Later I learned that such trees could 
be found scattered all up and down the 
banks. Wind-blown maybe, but aided 
and abetted by fishermen anxious to 
furnish hiding places for the fish. 

We hung the minnow buckets over 
the side and dad and I rigged up, using 
fairly heavy fly rods with terminal 
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En route to the lake, dad and Russ seined expertly for minnows ata spring-fed creek 


tackle suitable for minnows. We at 
least were going to have the fun of 
fishing with light equipment, even if 
we couldn’t use artificial lures. Russ, 
who harbors a chronic suspicion of 
such tackle as well as the people who 
use it, had a short steel bait-casting 
rod all set up and ready to go. 

He threaded the hook through the 
lips of a minnow and eased it down into 
the tangle below what was once the top 
of a fifty-foot tree. We quickly fol- 
lowed suit, but placed our minnows 
farther from the boat, out past the edge 
of the brush. We were using about six 
feet of medium-strength nylon leader 
with a sinker a foot above the hook. 

We had just settled down to waiting 
for the delicate touch that means a 
crappie is messing around with the bait, 
when Russ let out a squawk. “There 
he goes!”’ he said to dad. “Just like last 
time. But he’s in for a surprise.” 

Russ waited a few seconds, then set 
the hook gently. The tender mouths of 
crappies don’t permit rough handling. 
He started to reel in and then stopped 
as the short rod bent under the strain. 

“He’s tangled me. up again!’’ Russ 
complained. 

“What goes?” I asked dad. ‘Russ 
sounds as if he and the crappies have 
been feuding for quite a while.” 


Russ’s Secret Weapon 


“They have,’’ dad replied. ‘These 
treetop fish are right smart. They wrap 
Russ’s line around a limb and then steal 
his minnow. Last time we were out, he 
left all his hooks and sinkers down in 
the tree someplace.”

He laid down the rod and began pull- 
ing in the line hand over hand. I could 
see limbs bend and sway under the 
water and waited for the line to break. 
He kept pulling until finally he brought 


up half a cord of wood with his sinker 
and hook all tangled in the middle. 

“What kind of line is that!” I ex- 
claimed. 

“Forty-pound test,” said Russ and 
grinned at me. “Forty-pound-test lead- 
er, too. I'll pull up the whole tree if 
I have to.” 

Just then I felt a soft tug on my line, 
set the hook, and saw the rod bend in 
a very satisfying curve. I pressured 
the fish away from the tangle below and 
brought it around to the other side of 
the boat, where I slipped the net under 
the first crappie of the day. 


Another Load of Wood 


I was stringing it when I heard a yell 
from dad and looked up to see him play- 
ing a fish off the back end of the boat. 
He was having a bit of a tussle, so I got 
the long-handled net ready to help. It 
was a small bass, legal enough, but one 
that would have gone back if it hadn’t 
been hooked so deep. 

Just as we got back to fishing Russ 
started to pull in another armload of 
snags. 

“What're you trying to do,” dad 
chided—‘‘clean out the lake?” 

“I'm going to catch that scamp.” 

“Why don’t you try out beyond ?’’ 

“Nope! I'll catch him right here.” 

Listening to them argue, I almost 
missed a strike. This one was a bigger 
fish and it made a quick run into the 
brush, fouling the line before I could 
stop him. It was no use trying to pull 
up any tree limbs with the light leader 
I was using, so I gave the line a jerk 
and brought it up for a fresh hook. 

Russ tied into another fish and this 
time managed to get it started up. 
Suddenly he stopped reeling for a mo- 
ment and peered down into the water. 
“How am I going to land him?’’ he 
asked perplexedly.

How many of you.have ever caught, or 
even heard of, the blueback trout? 
Salvelinus oquassa is quite rare, being 
found only in a few ponds or lakes in 
northern Maine. Miss Barbara Wood- 
ward, in a recent letter, forwards a 
description prepared by W. Harry Ever- 
hart, icthyologist of the University of 
Maine 

He that when a blueback is 
caught in July it is “dark blue on back, 
fading out below the lateral line into 
a salmon color on the sides, belly, and 
fins. The lateral line is very evident 
and the adipose fin is long and slender. 
Specimens examined early in September 
were deep red on the belly and fins.” 

These trout usually run very small, 
mostly from 6 to 9 in., but there are 
specimens in the university collection 
up to 14 in., including the tail.—R. B.

Keeping Worms Healthy 


Question: How can night crawlers be ke 
healthy over a period of time?—Marie S. Dick- 
tel, Wis. 


Answer: The two principal requirements a 
a good soil (or similar medium) and plenty 
space. Take a large case, bore holes in it for 
drainage, and cover them with wire screening 
Then sink it in the ground in a cool place, 
keeping it out of the rays of the sun, because 
heat above 75 degrees can be fatal to worms. 
Stock the box with fresh earth, place the worms 
in it, and cover it with damp burlap. For food 
use chopped beef suet, bread crumbs, corn meal 
or other fat or starchy foods. Feed sparingly. An 
acquaintance tells me he uses nothing but 
molasses, which he spreads on the burlap. 

Inspect the worms frequently and remove 
dead or sickly ones.—R. B. 


Fish Color-blind? 


Question: Since it is generally assumed t! 
all animals are color-blind, why is it considered 
necessary to use different colors in lures?— 
M. J. Dent, Va. 


Answer: According to Scientists, animals s« 
colors only as various shades of gray. But tha 
is not particularly important to fishermen.

Refinishing Line

each, until the line has the finish you want

to two hours is sufficient. If you remove 


much finish in the immersion, use a mild abr 
sive to rub off the powdery deposit left by t 
limewater and give the line a light coat

For bass, I like the various surface types, in- 
cluding the natural imitations, such as frogs and 
minnows, and the surface-disturbing varieties, 
such as the popping bug. You'll need only a 
few colors; the way the bug acts on the surface 
is the most important thing. Try to imitate the 
natural species, and in the case of the popper, 
make it disturb the surface. But with the 
latter, don’t fish too fast!—R. B. 


Finding Deep-lurking Trout 


Question: I’ve been fishing for cutthroat and 
rainbow trout in a small, spring-fed lake about 
60 ft. deep. In spring and autumn they are in 
the shallows and rise quite readily to a dry 
fly. But in the summer they seem to disappear 
How can I find them? What color or pattern of 
fly would you recommend for deep trolling? — 
William G. Green, Wash. 


Answer: You may be sure that those trout 
go deeper in the summer. The best way I know 
of to find their feeding places is to slow-troll 
with either minnows or worms, working differ- 
ent depths carefully and thoroughly. When you 
| find fish, be sure to mark the spot by taking 
cross sights on four land points. For trolling 
with artificials I'd suggest a spinner-and-fly 
combination. Try different colors. What may be 
| good in one lake on one day may not be good 
on another.—R. B. 





Varnishing Rods 


Question: I repair and rewind my own rods 
and get along fine until I come to the varnish- 
ing. Somehow I can’t get the smooth finish that 
I'd like. Can you give me any hints on how to 
proceed?—P. J. Kearney, Conn. 


Answer: The varnish must flow freely, so 
it’s necessary to work in a room with a tem- 
perature of 70 degrees plus. The air must be as 
free of dust as possible. 


each permitted to

Answer: Personally I like the following dry 
flies for Eastern trout streams: Adams; Black 
Gnat, Black Ant, or Black Angel; Cahill; 
Cahill Light; Hendrickson Light; Quill Gordon; 
Royal Coachman; Brown Spider or Brown Vari- 
ant; Gray Bivisible; Catskill; Orange Fish 
Hawk; Wickham’'s Fancy; and the Green May 
and Coffin for the May-fly season.—R. B. 


Straightening Gut 


Question: Please tell me how to straighten 
gut after I have put it on the hook. Mine curls 
up after I take it from the coil.—Harry 
Kretschman, N.Y. 


Answer: Since you mention a coil, I take it 
you're using synthetic gut—probably nylon. It's 
wise to straighten it before tying it to the hook. 
Simply pull the nylon and it will straighten. 

Silkworm gut must be soaked. After it is at- 
tached to the hook it may be straightened by 
wetting it and letting it dry while straightened 
out. 


type of gut will stay straight if you place the 
hook in the keeper near the handle and then reel 








in line until it is straight. If you have no keeper, 
you may jab the hook into the cork grasp, but 
this practice eventually ruins the cork.—R. B.

Prophet River country, where the rec. 
ord horns—49\4 inches—were taken in 
1920. So for a week or more we did 
no shooting, but exposed plenty of 
movie film. 

Finally Basil began to get impatient, 
although he still said he’d settle for 
nothing less than sixty-inch antlers 
We'd worked the area _ surroun 
camp pretty thoroughly, so Frank sug- 
gested that we move a few miles to the 
north. There were mountain basins 
up there, he explained, that harbored 
some fine rams and there would be a 
good chance that we’d run into moose 
too. 

We took to the saddle next morning 
for the six-mile jaunt, planning to ride 
as far as we could and then climb on 
foot to the basins. I rode in the rear, 
as usual, so that I’d be in a good posi- 
tion for picture taking. I always keep 
a sharp eye out for still or movie shots 
—and that habit now paid a big divi- 
dend. 

We had just about reached timberline 
when I caught a fleeting glimpse of a 
tremendous rack of horns up in the 
willows.

Smokeless powders are of many 
sorts. Even if you don’t handload, 
it pays to know what each is like 


and what it’s meant to do

4 situation was relatively simple. All 
“gunpowder” was black powder, a 
mechanical mixture of charcoal, sul- 
phur, and saltpeter. Now and then I 
get a letter requesting the exact for- 
mula from a lad who wants to cook up 
a batch in the kitchen some night. 
Actually, brewing a batch of black 
powder is dangerous. In the old days 
the planks on powder-mill walls were 
nailed on loosely, so that when the 
joint blew—as it often did—survivors 
could simply put the siding back on 
until .the next explosion. 

Since all gunpowder was made of the 
same ingredients, the only way to vary 
its rate of burning was to vary the 
grain size. The smallest size (FFFg) 
was used in handguns, the next largest 
(FFg) in shotguns and small-bore rifles, 
and the largest and slowest-burning 
size (Fg) in big-bore rifles. In a pinch, 
I understand, the boys would use any 
sort of gunpowder in anything. To save 
a buck, they'd even use blasting powder, 
which was of approximately the same 
composition although little if any at- 
tention was paid to grain size. Now 
and then, while they were potting 
ducks or prairie chickens, one of their 
old muzzle-loading shotguns would let 
go, but that was a routine gamble. 

Black powder was far from a perfect 
propellant. For one thing the smoke 
sometimes hid the target or the game, 
and in battle it often became difficult 
to distinguish friend from foe. Then 
too, it takes a lot of black powder to 
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Yor hundreds of years the powder 


give off enough gas to do a job with the 
bullet. In consequence, the old car- 
tridges used on buffaloes and such were 
almost as large as small flashlights. 
And they kicked like the devil, because 
not only a heavy bullet but great gobs 
of soot and clinkers came spewing out 
of the muzzle to add to recoil. After 
one shot the barrel looked like the in- 
side of a smokestack, and to maintain 
accuracy it had to be cleaned every 
little while. 

Whether confined or unconfined, black 
powder burns at a constant rate, so to 
burn a lot of it you had to have a long 
barrel. Because of this the mistaken 
idea persists that the longer a shotgun 
barrel is, the “stronger” it shoots. Iam 
always getting a letter from someone 
who cherishes an ancient single-barreled 
shotgun, held together with bailing wire 
and shingle nails. Convinced that the 
36-in. barrel will outshoot anything 
shorter, even to knocking down ducks at 
100 yd., he says he must be holding 
wrong. 

Black-powder thinking is also respon- 
sible for the widespread notion that 
powder is powder, so it must be O.K. to 
use handgun powder in a shotgun or a 
rifle. 

I remember one chap who, during the 
war, somehow got hold of several hun- 
dred .45 Colt auto cartridges. He had 
no .45 pistol but, being thrifty, he de- 
cided to get the bullets out and use the 
powder for handloads for his old .32/40 
rifle. After scaring up some reloading 
tools he measured the powder in a 
.32/40 cartridge, constructed a dip 
measure to hold exactly that much .45 
auto powder, and then loaded up. 

On the first shot the rifle departed in 
several -pieces. He wore glasses and 
did not lose his eyesight, but he spent 
a month picking bits of brass, gun- 
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No. 4320, with short, fat grains that 
measure accurately, is a favorite for 
the .30/06 with 150 and 180-gr. bullets; 
ideal for most .22/.250 bullet weights; 
O.K. for .257, 7 and 8 mm., and .30/40

No. 4350 is the slowest-burning and most 


progressive of all rifle powders. Fine 
for heavy bullets and for large-capacity 
eases with a sharp shoulder and decided 
constriction between body and neck. It’s 
the business for .270 (150 and 160-gr. 
bullets), .257 (117, 120, and 125-gr. 
bullets), .30/06 with the 220-gr. bullet, 
-300 blown-out wildcat Magnums, .270 
wildcats based on .300 Magnum cases 


stock, and unburned powder grains out 
of his face and neck. 

Another chap got hold of some 37 mm. 
antiaircraft ammunition and managed 
to remove the powder. He then ran the 
stuff through his wife’s meat grinder to 
reduce the grain size. Question was, 
how much of this hell’s brew should he 
use behind the 180-gr. bullet in his 
.30/40? Luckily, he put that question 
up to me. 

Smokeless powder is now so univer- 
sally used that not a single commercial 
cartridge is loaded today in this country 
with black. Small lots of the stuff are 
still made, however, partly for export 
to countries where the natives hunt 
with crude muzzle-loading gas pipes 
turned out in Europe, and partly for 
those Americans who like to put on 
coonskin caps and toy with muzzle- 
loading rifles. 

Varieties of smokeless powder are al- 
most endless. They differ in composi- 
tion, in coating, in grain size, in per- 
foration, and in form. They come in 
many shapes—rods, disks, balls, square 
flakes, flat strips, irregular clusters 
Some are white, and I’ve seen others 
that were pink or orange, but most of 
the stuff is black. Size varies from 
grains almost microscopically small t 
grains as large as inkwells, for use I 
big naval and coast-defense guns. 

Smokeless powders are based on the 
discovery of nitroglycerin (an oily 
liquid formed by the action of nitric 
and sulphuric acids on glycerin) and 
on that of guncotton (which is formed 
by the action of the same acids oD 
any kind of cellulose, including cot- 
ton).

formed. An early and famous example 
is Cordite, which is still extensively 
used in Great Britain and is so called 
because the powder comes in long, 
stringy cords which, I understand, are 
loaded into the cartridge case before it 
is necked down. 

Double-base powders give relatively 
high velocity with relatively low pres- 
sure, but have the disadvantage of burn- 
ing very hot. Cordite is really rough on 
barrels, but the British continue to use 
it because their double Nitro Express 
rifles will not take very high pressures. 
Those big rifles, by the way, are often in 
beautiful shape after years of use, for 
the simple reason that they’re not fired 
much. One doesn’t go chuck hunting 
with a rifle with 50 foot pounds of free 
recoil! 

Another famous double-base powder 
is the excellent American HiVel No. 2, 
made by the Hercules Powder Co. HiVel 
No. 2 contains less nitroglycerin than 
Cordite and doesn’t burn so hot. It is 
a bit more erosive than single-base 
powder, but that’s no great drawback, 
for less of it is needed to attain a given 
velocity. 

Single-base powders contain no nitro- 
glycerin. They are made by dissolving 
guncotton in a mixture of ether and 
alcohol. The result is a gluey paste 
which is squeezed out in strings like 
macaroni. Diameter of the strings is 
controlled, of course, by the size of the 
holes through which the mass is pushed. 
Length is controlled by cutting. One 
powder may be the same as another in 
composition, coating, and grain size, 
but different in cut. 

The ball powder turned out by West- 
ern Cartridge Co. is made by an entirely 
different process, in which the balls are 
formed in water in such a way that 
their size can be controlled, largely by 
proper timing, temperature, and speed 
of agitation. 

Modern smokeless powders are spe- 
cialists. Those used in handguns burn 
quickly at low pressures. This is be- 


cause handguns have short barrels and, 
since they must be carried and shot in 
one hand, they cannot be so heavy or 





No. 4064 burns slower than No. 4320 and 
faster than No. 4350. For large-capacity 
cases with a good deal of constriction. 
Excellent for .348, .375 Magnum, wildeat

strong as rifles. Shotgun powders burn 
quickly at low pressure and give rela- 
tively little pressure at the muzzle, so 
the shot pattern will not be blown wide 
open. 

Rifle powders are of many sorts and 
conditions, governed by the quantity 
to be used, pressures wanted, bullet 
weight, and case shape and size. Ideally 
the powder used in a big-bore high-ve- 
locity rifle should maintain pressure far 
up the barrel, so that the push behind 
the bullet will be retained and will cause 
the bullet to accelerate gradually. Pow- 
ders which do this are known as pro- 
gressive or progressive-burning. This 
effect is achieved by coating the grains 
so that the powder will burn slowly at 
first, while the coating is being burned 
off, and by perforating them so they'll 
burn from the inside out as well as from 
the outside in—thus increasing rate of 
combustion during this latter stage. 

American powders have led the 
world, and the only ones that could 
compare to them were those used by 
the Germans. New powders have 
stepped up velocity of old cartridges. 
Powder originally used in the .30/30, 
for example, gave a 160-gr. bullet a 
muzzle velocity of about 1,900 foot 
seconds, whereas modern powders give 
a 170-gr. bullet 2,200 with no higher 
pressure. Used in the original .30/06 
cartridge, the old Pyro DG, a single- 
base but nonprogressive powder, gave 
a 150-gr. bullet 2,700 foot seconds with 
a mean pressure of around 50,000 Ib. 
per square inch. The much newer gov- 
ernment powder, No. 4895, gives the 
same velocity with about 40,000 lb., and 
with other improved powders the same 
bullet achieves a velocity of more than 
3,000 foot seconds with pressures com- 
parable to those of the original load. 

The success of the .22 Hornet class 
of cartridges, with velocities in excess 
of 2,600 foot seconds, stems from the de- 
velopment of powders like Hercules 
No. 2400 and du Pont No. 4227. Like- 
wise, du Pont’s great, ultra-progressive 
No. 4350 made possible large-capacity 
big-bore wildcats like the Weatherby 
and Ackley Magnums. 

The shooter who buys factory ammu- 
nition need not worry about the safety 





of the powder used, provided he fires 
in a suitable rifle. He should remembs 
though, that factory cartridges a 
loaded to velocity and pressure, but nf 
necessarily with any particular kind 
powder. Hence two cartridges miy 
have the same bullet weight and muzz 
velocity, but if the powder in one bur 
faster than that in the other, bar: 
whip won't be the same—and neit! 
will the point of impact. 

The more smokeless powders are c 
fined the quicker they burn. Put a | 
of rifle powder on the ground and touch 
a match to it, and it will burn like 
celluloid comb or a piece of photograph- 
ic film. Put the same amount in a closed 
1-lb. powder can, throw it on a fire, and 
the can will be blown wide open. Con- 
fined in a rifle chamber, the powder 
burns at an enormously accelerated 
rate. Confine it too much by an oversize

of its tiny gr:ins, a small amount burns 
fast in a short barrel at low pressure 


or too-heavy bullet, or by an obstruction 
in the bore, and the pressure will sh: 
up until the weapon is destroyed. 

For potting small game or for mid- 
range practice with high-velocity rifles, 
handloaders habitually prepare _ low- 
velocity loads with either jacketed or 
cast lead bullets. A pal of mine, a crack 
shot and a handloader of many years’ 
experience, is a .257 fan who hunts a 
great deal in Mexico. He takes along 





Shotgun pellets? No—Western’s ball pow- 
der, which is made by a special process: 
Here the grains are arranged in a circle. 
to stress the fact that they are round 
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ill-power loads for deer and antelope, 
nd low-power loads for quail and rab- 
bits. 

Last year, in cooking up his low- 
power load—100-gr. bullet at a muzzle 
velocity of around 1,500 foot seconds 
he absent-mindedly yanked the handle 
of his powder measure twice instead of 
once. And when he touched that particu- 
lar load off, he wrecked his rifle. One 
charge of No. 2400 was mild and pleas- 
ant; two charges raised pressure above 
the tolerance point. 

Smokeless powder has doubled shot- 
gun pressures, which in black-powder 
times ran around 5,000 lb. The average 
black-powder rifle cartridge gave pres- 
sures of about 25,000 lb. and burned at 
a relatively low temperature. Conse- 
quently, in those days barrels could be 
made of iron, or iron and soft steel. But 
the great heat of modern loads will burn 
out a black-powder barrel in _ short 
order, as lads who have rechambered 
old Winchester .22 single shots to .22 
Hornets can testify. This is also true 
of black-powder rifles used with “low 
pressure” smokeless loads. Pressures 
are safe, but the heat literally melts out 
the metal at the throat. 


Progressive and Nonprogressive 


Smokeless powders, as we have seen, 
are classified as to composition—single 
base (straight nitrocellulose) or double 
base (nitrocellulose mixed with nitro- 
glycerin). They are also classified as 
to whether or not they are progressive- 
burning and as to their use—in hand- 
guns, shotguns, or rifles. Use, of course, 
roughly corresponds to rate of burning. 

Shotgun powders such as du Pont 
Smokeless and Hercules F.C. are ‘“‘bulk”’ 
powders, which can be loaded, volume 
for volume, like the black powder they 


replaced. ‘Dense’ shotgun powders 
are far more concentrated than bulk 


powders, and cannot be loaded that way. 
Some dense powders are progressive- 
burning, some are not. Bulk powder is 
loaded by the dram (16 drams = 1 oz. 
avoirdupois), dense powder by the grain 
437.5 gr. = 1 oz.), although the fin- 
ished load will be marked, let us say, 
“354 drams equivalent’’-. meaning that 
muzzle velocity will equal that produced 
by 3% drams of bulk powder. Ordinary 
field and trap loads have bulk and non- 
progressive powders; progressive ones 
are used in wildfowl loads that move 
heavy charges of shot at high velocity. 

tepresentative pistol powders are 
Unique, Bullseye (both Hercules, double 
base), and du Pont No. 6 (single base). 
All burn very fast. Take Bullseye, for 
example: Only 3% gr. give a 158-gr. 
bullet a muzzle velocity of. 920 foot 
seconds in the .38 Special, and only 4.3 
gr. behind the 230-gr. bullet in the .45 
auto give a velocity of 818. These are 
tiny charges, compared with the great 
quantity of slow-burning powder loaded 
In rifle cases—say, 57 gr. of No. 4350 
behind the 180-gr. bullet in the .30/06. 

Powders for center-fire rifle car- 
tridges are many and various. Small- 
Capacity cases like the .22 Hornet and 
the 218 Bee call for small-grain quick-

| used in powerful handgun loads—the 
|.357 Magnum and the hopped-up .44 
Special—and also, I understand, in shot 
shells. In greatly reduced amounts it 
can be used in big-bore rifles for mid- 
range practice loads. 

In HiVel No. 2, Hercules has a grand 
old double-base powder that burns rela- 
| tively fast despite its big coarse grains. 
Its efficiency over a wide range of pres- 

| sure makes it one of the most versatile 
of all rifle powders. Using it behind the 
old 172-gr. .30/06 government boattail 
bullet, for a practice load having a 
muzzle velocity of about 2,200 foot 
seconds, I got groups that would knock 
your eye out. It is a good powder for 
the .257 with the lighter bullets, and it 
has even been used with the .25/35 and 


the .35 Remington. With full-power 
loads in the .30/06 its accuracy is 
famous. For the .270, though, or for 


any case with an extreme bottleneck, it | 
burns too fast and is fairly rough on | 


barrels. 

No. 4227 has already been discussed; 
now for du Pont’s six other much-used 
powders (all single base): 

No. 4759 was developed especially for 
reduced loads in big-bore rifles and can 
be used for that purpose in a great 
variety of calibers. 

No. 4198, with its thin but long grains, 
was designed for small and medium- 
capacity cases. It can be used for the 
.25/35 and the .30/30 but does best in 
such cases as the 2-R, the K-Hornet, the 
.218 Bee, and the .219 Zipper. 


No. 3031 is another powder with a| 


long, skinny grain. It burns rather 
quickly and is apparently the best of 
all powders for the Wasp with its fairly 
small-capacity case, though it has also 
been used in everything from the .219 
Zipper to the .45/70. I have never cared 
for it for any large-capacity case with 
a sharp bottleneck—.250/3000, .22/.250, 
.257, .30/06, and .270 included—for in 
my hands anyway it never produced 
the best accuracy and the slightest 
overload tended to run pressures way 


up. 
Hot, Full-power Loads 


No. 4320 was tailor-made for the 
.30/06. With it I have got the best 
accuracy with hot full-power loads with 
the 150 and 180-gr. bullets, although 
for the 180-gr. bullet No. 4064 and No. 
,4350 made almost equally good show- 
ings. No. 4320 has short, fat grains that 
measure very accurately in a powder 
measure, and it is fairly slow-burning. 
For years my standard .30/06 hunting 
load has been a good 150-gr. bullet with 
52 or 53 gr. of this powder. Like No. 
3031, it has been used in a whole series 
of large-capacity cases. It is probably 
the best choice for .22/.250 bullets 
weighing up to 50 gr. and is surely one 
of the best in the .257, the 7 mm., the 
| 8 mm., and the .30/40. But for the .270 
| and the .250/3000 I like a powder that 
| burns a little slower still. 
| No. 4064 is the .270 powder to use 
| with the 100 and 130-gr. bullets. Slower- 
| burning than No. 4320, and with long, 
| fairly thick grains, it is the usual choice 
| for cases like the .300 and .375 Mag-

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num and the wildcat .35 Whelen, which 
have big capacity but are not sharply 
pottlenecked. A decade ago I fired about 
7,000 rounds of full-power handloads in 
various .270 rifles in an effort to deter- 
mine the most accurate loads. I never 
could find anything better than 49.5 gr. 
of No. 4064 behind the 130-gr. and 
from 49.5 to 54 gr. of the same behind 
the 100-gr. For varmint shooting with 
the 100-gr. bullet I used 49.5 gr. of 
No. 4064 because it was easy on the 
barrel and flat-shooting, and I killed 
literally hundreds of jackrabbits and a 
not inconsiderable number of coyotes. 


Smallest Group Ever 


My two smallest five-shot groups with 
a .270 at 200 yd. measured 14% and 1% 
in. I was using 49.5 gr. of No. 4064 be- 
hind the 130-gr. M.G.S. bullet. Smallest 
group I ever shot with a 100-gr. bullet 
in the .257 was with 38.5 gr. of this 
powder, .046 graphite wad, Winchester 
No. 120 primer, and the prewar .25 
caliber Winchester pointed-expanding 
bullet. While we’re at it, I got my 
smallest-ever .257 group with the old 
87-gr. soft point .25/20 bullet with 33 
gr. of HiVel No. 2. The group measured 
5, in. It was an accident I could never 
duplicate again, with that or any other 
loau. 

No. 4350, newest and slowest-burning 
powder in this du Pont line-up, has been 
both useful and misused. To burn effi- 
ciently the long, fat grains need great 
constriction, a very sharp shoulder, a 
heavy bullet, or they need to be burned 
in large amounts. A race horse is not 
versatile; neither is No. 4350. What 
it’s supposed to do it does superlatively 
well, but on other jobs it’s a very poor 
performer. 

With such cartridges as the .375 Mag- 
num and the .35 Whelen it isn’t any 
good at all because the slight shoulder 
prevents it from working up enough 
pressure to burn correctly even with 
heavy bullets. In a short-barreled rifle 
No. 4350, used in conjunction with 
certain case shapes and bullet weights, 
shoots flame out of the muzzle like a 
blowtorch and has a muzzle blast that 
would curdle milk. 

But with the right case and a fairly 
heavy bullet, it really goes to town. In 
the .270, for instance, it gives the long, 
mean-looking Speer 150-gr. spitzer bul- 
let a muzzle velocity that has been 
chronographed at from 2,925 to 2,960 
foot seconds, as compared with a stand- 
ard factory velocity of 2,770 foot sec- 
onds. In .257 caliber, 44 gr. of No. 4350 
give the Barnes 125-gr. bullet around 
2,900 foot seconds, and 45 gr. give the 
Speer 120-gr. bullet not far from 3,000. 
These two loads put the .257 right on 
the heels of the .270. With the 220-gr. 
30/06 bullet No. 4350 boosts velocity 
about 150 foot seconds more than that 
obtained with any other powder. The 
terrific results with the blown-out 
Weatherby and Mashburn Magnum 
Wildcats would not be possible were it 
hot for this great slow-burning powder.

Comparing 12 Gauge and .410 


Question: We're in the midst of an argument 
in my office concerning the 12 gauge and .410 
caliber shotguns. Which will put the most shot 
into a 30-in. circle at 40 yd.?—Harold B. 
Shrader, W. Va. 


Answer: Everything else being equal, a 12- 
gauge will put more pellets into a 30-in. circle 
at 40 yd. than the .410. In the first place, the 
12 gauge maximum load for 234-in. shells is 1% 
oz. of shot, whereas the load for the .410 is % 
oz. The 12 gauge also deforms less shot, be- 
cause of its shorter shot column. The .410, with 
a longer shot column, deforms shot pretty badly. 

A standard full-choke .410 will put 70 percent 
of its shot into a 30-in. circle at 30 yd.—not at 
40 yd., as is the case with the 12, 16, and 20 
gauges.—J.O'C. 


Right or Left-hand Twist? 


Question: I’m stumped on the virtues of left- 
hand and right-hand twists in rifling. What, if 
any, is the advantage of one over the other?— 


C. B. Kraus, N. Mex 


Answer: I do not think that either twist has 
any advantage. Both serve to stabilize the bul- 
let. The difference between them is that, at 
very long ranges, a bullet fired through a right- 
hand twist will drift to the right; similarly, one 
from a left-hand twist will drift to the left. 
Almost all American barrels are made with 
right-hand twists; the 1917 Enfield, as originally 
made in this country, and the Colt revolver are 
the great exceptions.—J.O’C. 


0 Caliber Superduper 


Question: Can you give me some dope on the 
ballistics of the .50 caliber machine-gun car- 
tridge?—Pfe. Andrew Banac, Alaska 


Answer: According to the data I have at 
hand, the .50 caliber U.S. machine-gun car- 
tridge gives a bullet weighing 718 grains an 
instrumental velocity of 2,900 foot seconds, 
which would mean a muzzle velocity of about 
2,970 foot seconds. The propellent is 235 gr. of 
I.M.R. No. 4814 powder. I have no information 
on chamber pressures, but I imagine they run 
around 50,000 Ib. to the square inch 

With its very heavy bullet and high velocity, 
the .50 caliber machine-gun cartridge is far 
more powerful than that of the English double- 


barreled elephant gun of similar caliber.—

. area of a 20 gauge is smaller than that of a 12. 
- Actually, the difference is not in size but in

The .38/40 is Nearly Obsolete 


Question: The Model 1892 Winchester lever- 
sction rifle that I recently bought has been used 
very little and consequently is almost like new. 
On the barrel is the inscription “38 W.C.F.” I’m 
of the opinion that this rifle uses .38/40 ammu- 
nition. How does it stack up against the modern 
30/30 or the .30/06 as a deer rifle?—John 
Fersch, Conn. 


Answer: The .38/40 stacks up against the 
30/30 or the .30/06 about the way a 1910 Max- 
well would stack up against this year’s Cadillac. 
Originally an old black-powder cartridge, it is 
now loaded with low-pressure smokeless loads, 
but it isn’t considered powerful enough for 
sportsmanlike use on deer. It kills with well- 
placed shots but otherwise is a great wounder. 
Many states have outlawed its use. 

As loaded today, the 180-gr. bullet has a 
muzzle velocity of 1,310 foot seconds and muzzle 
energy of 685 foot pounds. The .30/30, which is 
more or less a standard short-range deer car- 
tridge, gives a 170-gr. bullet a muzzle velocity 
of 2,200 foot seconds and a muzzle energy of 
1,830 foot pounds. Velocity of the .30/06’s 180- 
gr. bullet is 2,710, energy, 2,940. 

I do not deem it advisable to buy a deer rifle 
less powerful than the .30/30.—/J. O'C. 


Short Shells in Magnum 


Question: Last season, while sitting in a 
blind at Barnegat Bay and watching geese fly 
over at 75 yd., I decided to get me a real gun. 
I've got it—a Model 21 Winchester duck gun 
chambered for the 3-in. Magnum load. Now I 
have a problem: about half my shooting is for 
jucks over decoys, where I don’t need those 
big, expensive shells. What would happen if I 
were to use 234-in. shells in the 3-in. chamber?

.25/20 No Rifle for Deer 


Question: I hope to use my .25/20 rifle—one 
that I recently bought from a friend—for deer 
hunting. How accurate and effective will it be at 
fairly long ranges?—Merrill Foster, Del. 





Answer: I'm sorry, but I think you made an | 
exceedingly unwise purchase when you bought | 
that .25/20. Its little cartridge is simply not | 


adequate for deer. As a matter of fact, a eed 
many states have outlawed the .25/20. 

It shoots an 86-gr. bullet at a muzzle velocity 
of 1,450 foot seconds, and muzzle energy of only 
400 foot pounds. The lightest bullet that should 
be used on deer under any circumstances is the 
117-gr. .25/35; that has a muzzle velocity of | 
2,280 foot seconds and an energy of 1,350 foot | 
pounds. That minimum load, you'll see, is far 
more powerful than the .25/20. 

Of course, many deer have been killed by 
cartridges like the .25/20. But since it lets a

Question: After firing a number of rounds of 
180-gr. ammunition through a .30/06 I’ve de- 





cided that the rifle has too much recoil for me. 
Could I get along with a .270, using a 130-gr. | 
bullet, for big game like moose and bears?— 
Henry G. Flood, Mich. 


Answer: The recoil of the .270 is not much 
less than that of the .30/06 and I'm afraid it 
would bother you too. Since you want an all- 
round rifle for big game, the 7 mm. is probably 
your meat. It has much less recoil than either 
the .270 or .30/06 and yet it is very effective. 
The 175-gr. bullet gives a muzzle velocity of 
2,460 foot seconds in a 24-in. barrel.—J. O’C.

gun editor gets is, ‘Just how long 
should my shotgun (or rifle) stock be ?”’ 
The answer is, of course, that the stock 
should be long enough to feel good; also 
to keep the thumb away from the nose 
and the cheekbone from the point of the 
comb. 





tendency to catch on the clothes. 
Particularly with a shotgun, no one 
can give a 100 percent accurate pre- 
scription, particularly by mail, but most 
|men of average height (5 ft. 7 in. to 
| 5 ft. 9 in.) are quite well fitted with the 
so-called ‘“‘standard’’ American shotgun 
| dimensions—14 in. from center of trig- 
ger to center of butt plate. 
| Tama bit more than 6 ft. tall. I wear 
a shirt with 34-in. sleeves. For me the 
standard factory shotgun stock is a bit 
| short. My thumb crowds my nose and 
| unless I watch it my cheek is liable to 
get cracked by the point of the comb. 
When wearing light clothing, as in skeet 
or upland shooting, my own medicine 
is a gun with 1414-in. length of pull. But 
if all bundled up for duck hunting I'd 
choose a shorter stock. 

Smallish citizens need quite short 
| shotgun stocks, from 1314 to 13% in. 
| Good stunt for the small man is to try 
mounting his gun with the composition 
buttplate removed to see if that helps. 

Tall men can insert cardboard be- 
tween the stock and the buttplate until 
length seems about right. Then the gun- 
smith can fit a rubber recoil pad. 


It Depends on the Individual 


The rifle stock will run from % in. to 
| 14 in. shorter than the shotgun stock. 
| For me, a 1314-in. stock is right, but I 

can shoot a 1314-in. stock very nicely. 
On the other hand, a 13%-in. length of 
| pull is distinctly too long and makes 
the rifle come up more slowly and feel 
| muzzle-heavy. I once had a famous 
stocker do a custom job for me. I 
| ordered the 13%-pull. He told me I 
was a tall character and he would not 
| build me a stock that short. Poppa 
knew best! The stock has always been 
| a bit uncomfortable. 
The average man is probably shoot- 
| ing a rifle stock a bit too long for him, 
since a lot of factory jobs are given a 
| length of pull of 135g in.—the Model 70 
| Winchester, for example. Lads around 
5 ft. 8 in. are better off with about 13% 
in. and shorter chaps with 13. It is 
better to err on the short side because 
a lot of big-game hunting is done when 
the customer is wrapped up in heavy 
clothing. Again, there is nothing wrong 
with the length of factory stocks that 
a rubber recoil pad will not cure. 
There are always exceptions. By and 
large, the average British stock runs a 
full 14 in. longer than ours. Sometimes 
a dimension that seems cockeyed will 
correct a shooting fault. My wife, for 
| instance, is a small woman who by all 
| rhyme and reason should be correctly 
| fitted with about a 1314-in. pull. How- 
| ever, with such a stock length she is a| 
| chronic undershooter. Give her a gun | 
| that’s about right for a 6-ft. man and| 
' she hits them!—J. O’C.

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ers become almost as wary as mallards, 


and you'll have to have some sort of 
concealment. A ditch, such as the one 
Graham and I occupied, works well. 


Or you can throw some brush together. 

As near as I can tell, the swing that 
works best for me on crossing doves 
is the same one I use on ducks. That is, 
I come up behind the target, swing on 
and fire without stopping the 
gun when the lead looks right. That’s 
standard, of course, but I’ve seen a lot 
of hot-Shot quail men come to grief 
when trying to snapshoot doves. I don’t 
think it can be done. At least I’ve never 
seen it done.

The American 1917 was originally 
the British Pattern 14 rifle, by the way. 
It was made as the Pattern 14 in this 
country for the British in .303 British 
caliber and became the Model 1917 
when it was adapted to the .30/06 cart- 
ridge for American use. Model 1917 
rifles in Britain got there by lend lease 
and by purchase around 1940. 

British rifle. makers are also using 
Belgian F.N. actions and are opening 
some of them up for the Magnum cart- 
ridges, a stunt which has also been 
tried here. 

Formerly, British rifle makers im- 
ported genuine Mauser actions from the 
great Mauser-Werke at Oberndorf, 
Germany, in standard and Magnum 
lengths; but now that famous factory 
has been razed and salt strewed upon 
the ruins, so the Magnum forging dies 
were probably melted up as scrap. 

Most British makers are turning out 
double rifles on shotgun actions. Hol- 
land & Holland, for instance, makes 
them in .240 Apex (100-gr. bullet at a 
muzzle velocity of 2,775 foot seconds), 
7 mm. rimmed (140-gr. 
.375 Magnum 
(235-gr. at 2,750), and .465 India, (480- 
gr. at 2,150). 

The .240 is also turned out in a rim-

Price of 100 cartridges runs from 
6 pounds 5 shillings for the .240 to 
pounds 10 shillings for the .465 India. 


Stephen Grant & Joseph Lang, 7

W. J. Jeffery & Co., 9 Golden Square, 
London W. 1, is not back in production 
with double rifles, but is turning out 
magazine rifles in calibers from 7 mm.

John Rigby & Co., 43 Sackville St., 


London, W. 1, is making magazine rifles, 
double rifles, and shotguns. For years 
the firm has more or less specialized in 
rifles for rimmed and rimless 7 mm.

Westley Richards & Co., Grange Rd., 
Bournbrook, Birmingham, 29, makes 
shotguns, double rifles, and magazine 
rifles. Magazine jobs are produced in 
many calibers including our own .30/06, 
the famous .318 and .425 Westley 
Richards, and the .375 Magnum. 

James Purdey & Sons, Audley House, 
S. Audley St., London, W. 1, is also 
in production with all three types of 
weapons. The firm makes doubles in 
calibers from .246 (100-gr. bullet at a 
muzzle velocity of 2,950 foot seconds) 
to .465, and magazine rifles in 7 mm 
and .404 rimless (400-gr. bullet at 
2,125) 

U.S. Bolt Actions Best 

From the ones I have seen I wouldn't 
call the average British big-game rifle 
built on a Mauser action any great bar- 
gain. The price of 85 pounds ($238) 
without import duty and excise tax 
makes it much more expensive than a 
rifle by an American custom 
maker or, let us say, by the custom 
department of Winchester. Right now, 
the finest bolt-action big-game rifles in 


the world are being built in the United 
States. 

Also, particularly for the American 
market, Holland & Holland is making 
double hammerless ejector rifles for

is the biting insect. Very few 
regions are notably free of them. And 
the mosquito is the most irritating of- 
fender on the list, which also includes 
blackflies, deerflies, sandflies, ticks, and 
chiggers. 

The mosquito is a pest in all sections 
from the equator to the arctic. Because 
of its countless ponds and water pockets, 
and the little variation between day 
and night temperatures, the far north 
breeds endless clouds of mosquitoes that 
make men miserable and sometimes 
bite big game animals to death. 

In southern regions, certain kinds of 
mosquitoes carry the germs of diseases 
and infect those they bite. And the sting 
of the common varieties often causes 
pain because of an irritant which is in- 
jected into the puncture. 

Mosquitoes don’t confine their attacks 
to the night hours; they swarm over 
you as you fish along a stream bank, 
sweat out a canoe portage with both 
arms loaded, or cut wood, build a fire, 
cook, and eat outside the tent. Obvious- 
ly countermeasures must be taken to

protect yourself, or you may be in for 
a very unpleasant time. 

You can do three things to prevent 
insects from spoiling your outdoor va- 
cation. First, pick the tent site care- 
fully when you have a choice. Second, 
choose the right type of clothing and 
equipment. And third, use a prepara- 
tion that repels or kills the pests. Here 
are suggestions to help you plan this 
threefold campaign of defense. 

When you make camp remember that 
mosquitoes dislike wind. Tents set on 
exposed ground, such as a projecting 
point along a river or lake shore or a 
high hill, usually attract fewer insects 
than shelters set up in a narrow valley, 
on a low bank or flat, or among clumps 
of trees and bushes. 

Since mosquitoes breed in stagnant 
water, place the camp as far from, and 
as high above, such pools and ponds 
as is practicable. These insects multi- 
ply so fast that a tin half full of water 
can produce enough to make a large 
camping party miserable. Be sure, 
therefore, to empty all cans and con- 
tainers that could catch and hold rain. 


Watch Stagnant Pools and Grass 


If pools that you can’t drain exist 
about a permanent camp, cover them 
with a film of oil. Just a small quantity 
of kerosene or motor oil will kill the 
larvae by suffocation when they rise to 
the surface to breathe. Tall grass har- 
bors mosquitoes and other pests. Keep 
it trimmed close about your cabin or 
permanent tent. Tent color has a bear- 
ing, since white canvas attracts more 
mosquitoes and flies than does a cloth 
dyed dark green or brown.

Mosquitoes may be lurking in tl 
grass over which you set a tent; if 
has no floor it will fill quickly with then 
To prevent this, dislodge the pests | 
thrashing the grass with a bundle « 
brush. Or spray the grass if you carry 
an insecticide gun. Tents with perma- 
nent, sewn-in floors are easiest to sea] 
against insects. Those fitted with sod- 
cloths can be made reasonably tight if 
you weight the edges of the cloth with 
stones, sods, or duffel. Tents lacking 
either will admit mosquitoes freely un- 
less you bank the bottom of the wal! 
edges with dirt. 

Tents used in mosquito season should 
have insect curtains behind each door 
and window. The best curtains are 
made very full and in one piece, and are 
long enough to lap several inches on 
the ground. To enter, you lift the loose 
bottom edge and crawl under. Fewer 
mosquitoes come in with you than if 
the curtain opened up the middle or on 
one side. Permanent window screens 
should also be on the full side to avert 
stretching, which enlarges the mesh of 
the fabric and makes it less bugproof. 

In tropical climates, campers some- 
times fit the tent with a complete lining 
of net. Then the ends of the regular 
shelter can be thrown open and its side 
walls rolled up for full ventilation. 

Three types of mosquito-turning fab- 
rics are available. Regular mosquito 
netting is the poorest of all for camp 
use because it is too coarse to exclude 
very small insects and is easily torn and 
stretched. The meshes are also liable 
to catch on rough surfaces and break. 
Bobbinet is the best all-round material, 
being strong and smooth and possessing 
openings small enough to turn most

The third material, cheesecloth, is 
suggested only for the extreme case, 
when bobbinet is too coarse; it will turn 
practically every irritating woods in- 
sect. But it has one serious fault—a 
close weave that retards ventilation. 
Thus a tent screened with it may be- 
For this 
reason cheesecloth is used mostly in 
northern regions during cooler weather. 
If you use it, apply it in large sections, 
so that the entire front or side of the 
tent can be thrown open for ventilation. 
Small curtains of this fabric are almost 
worthless for airing a shelter. 

Temporary measures will prevent 
small insects from penetrating regular 
mosquito netting. Spray it with kero- 
sene or an insecticide or even with plain 
water, for the latter swells the threads 
and makes the openings smaller. Spray- 
ing, of course, has to be repeated regu- 
larly to remain effective. 

Vacation cabins should be equipped 
with door and window screens covered 
with wire or cloth. If the screen frames 
have shrunk, leaving cracks along the 
window frame, plug the openings with 
clay or soaked paper. When a cabin or

Be sure to collapse the net each morn- 
ing so it lies flat on the bed. Then 
mosquitoes can’t get underneath it dur- 
ing the day. In badly infested regions 
like the far north the only way to sleep 
in peace is to use the bed canopy inside 
a well-screened tent. 

When camping in an open-front tent 
or one that’s poorly screened, smaller 
nets that cover the head alone are some- 
times employed. Such nets are draped 
over a crossbar supported by two 
stakes driven into the ground on each 
side of the pallet. The upper edge is | 
weighted down with a gun or stones, 
the lower tucked under your blankets. | 
Obviously this arrangement doesn’t per- | 
mit of much thrashing about. 

No matter how well screened the | 
tent or cabin, a few insects will get in- | 
side during the day, usually on your | 
clothes when you enter. These should be | 
hunted down and killed each night be-| 
fore you retire if you want to enjoy | 
undisturbed rest. Look for them with | 
a flashlight or candle under cots, around 
sinks in cabins, and in dark corners | 
and cloth folds in the tent.

Selecting camp clothes wisely will 
help you avoid insect bites. Wear 
shirts with long sleeves and collars that 
button closely around the neck. Open 
necks and short sleeves are an invita- 
tion for the bloodsuckers to come for 
lunch. If mosquitoes fail to appear +t 
any campsite, you can open your collar 
and roll up your sleeves for comfort. 
Mosquitoes bite easily through thin 
cloth lying against the skin. To protect 
arms and shoulders, wear a sweater 
under the cotton shirt. 


Protect Ankles and Wrists 


Heavy-knit sweat socks protect the 
ankles fairly well. If mosquitoes are 
very troublesome, rub ankles with a 
repellent before you dress, and pull 
your socks up over the bottoms of your 
trouser legs, so they can’t crawl inside. 
Fishermen should wear soft leather 
gloves. Ends of the glove fingers may 
be cut off to facilitate handling of the 
tackle, but leave a good two thirds of 
each finger for maximum protection. 
Then to bridge that vulnerable gap be- 
tween gloves and cuffs, make gauntlets 
of stout cloth to cover from the elbow 
to the wrist. 

A head net gives the best protection 
to your face in regions badly infested 
with insects. A good net is less trouble- 
some than you might suspect. After 
some practice in wearing one, you can 
fish, hike, cut wood, cook, and make 
camp without any special handicap. 
Some nets have a rubber ‘“‘valve’’ in the 
front that permits the use of a long- 
stemmed pipe. Outfitters will supply 
head nets or you can make one your- 
self of stout bobbinet or veiling. Choose 
dark-colored material; it is easier to 
see through than white. 

These nets are tubular, the top end 
gathered in a knot and tied to rest upon 
your hat, the bottom fitted with a draw- 
string that fits underneath the armpits. 
Be sure the net is long enough to per- 
mit free movement of head and neck 
without jerking the lower edges loose. 
A bandanna handkerchief can be tied 
about the neck over the net to make 
a tighter seal. Nets should be worn 
over hats with wide brims that will 
hold the material away from cheeks and 
nose. If the net touches the skin any- 
where, mosquitoes find the spot quickly. 

Always carry a supply of insect re- 
pellent in mosquito country because 
there may be times when screened tents 
and protective clothing will prove in- 
adequate. Numerous repellents are 
stocked by druggists. Oil of citronella 
is a favorite ingredient because its 
odor seems most repulsive to insects. 
Other oils and greases are added to give 
“body” and prevent rapid loss of the 
volatile material.

If you prefer a thinner con- 
sistency, substitute 2 oz. liquid albolene 
for the petroleum. Generally the thick- 
er mixtures give appreciably longer 
protection. 

Great progress is being made in de- 
veloping effective insecticides and re- 
pellents, so consult your druggist a few 
weeks before you start out to camp and 
get his suggestions about the more re- 
cent formulas. He will know if new 
discoveries (which are sometimes giv- 
en premature publicity) are available 
commercially and if they have been 
adequately tested to prove their safety 
in general use. Read labels carefully 
and handle insecticides with caution; 
some can be very dangerous to men and 
animals. 

Many of the above mosquito measures 
are also effective with blackflies and 
deerflies, and should be used when these 
pests appear. Any bite that turns pain- 
ful and swells may be treated with 
ammonia or a paste of baking soda. 
Camphor and alcohol are also soothing. 
Don't scratch insect bites, for you may 
break the skin and admit infection. 

In Midwestern and Southern states, 
chiggers, sandflies, and ticks annoy 
campers as much as mosquitoes, and a 
repellent should be used. One of the 
best is powdered sulphur. Dust it over 
the arms, legs, neck, waist, and groin 
before you walk through grass or 
brush infested with these clinging pests. 
Oil of peppermint is also effective and 
can be used in case the sulphur irri- 
| tates a sensitive skin.

Question: Can a crow be trained to act as a 
decoy?—Henry IInicki, N. Y. 


Answer: Yes, if taken very young from the 
and reared by hand. The tame crow is 
staked out—its leg fastened to a stake with a 
cord—in a good location, and used to lure wild 
birds within shotgun range.

Softening Trophy Skin 


Question: I have a mounted deer head with 
full neck. The hide has broken at a point where 
it was laced up, and the skin is hard and dry. 
How can I soften the skin so that I'll be able 
to relace it?—Sam Underhill, Calif. 


Answer: Use oil to soften the skin. The best 
kind is neat's-foot, but thin gun oil, glycerin, or 
olive oil will serve. Warm the oil slightly and 
rub a small quantity into the skin; avoid getting 
it into the hair, since it may cause shedding. If 
you can, apply the oil to the under or flesh side 
of the hide. Give the first light application time 
to soak in and soften the skin before you apply 
any more. The idea is to use just as little oil 
as possible to get results.—M. H. D. 


Jerked Venison 


Question: Can you give me a recipe for mak- 
ing jerked venison?—Michael Prystash, Pa. 


Answer: Usually tHe lean meat in the deer’s 
rear quarters and tenderloin is used. Cut it into 
strips not more than % in. thick, 1 in. wide, 
and 3 to 5 in. long. Pack the strips in salt, using 
1 level tsp. to each pound of meat. After 12 
hours, smoke the strips over a slow fire of hard- 
wood. The fire should throw a little heat and 
plenty of smoke. In very dry climates the meat 
can be jerked in the sun. 

You can do the job over an open fire by sus- 
pending the strips from a rack of wire or slender 
sticks. Or you can make a miniature smoke- 
house by placing a barrel upside-down over the 
end of a 5-ft. tunnel that leads to a smoky fire. 
Or a small quantity can be jerked in the 
kitchen oven. Keep the heat low and leave the 
oven door partly open so that moisture can 

All moisture must be driven from the 
no matter what method is employed. 

When done, the strips will be hard and brittle. 
Store them in a well-ventilated, cool place and 
examine occasionally for signs of mold.—

Clean animal, disjoint, cut into 6 serving 
pieces, and soak them for about 6 hours in ld 
water containing 2 tbsp. salt and % cup vinegar 
Then wipe meat lightly, salt and pepper it 
roll it in flour. 

Heat % cup bacon fat or shortening 
heavy covered skillet, and brown the meat 
it. Then reduce heat, add % cup hot water 
skillet, and simmer meat slowly until tender 
This may take an hour or more, if the rabbit is 
an old buck.

However, that doesn’t 
mean that the conservative buyer, who 
is often reluctant to try out anything 
new, has been left out in the cold. A 
number of makers have wisely re- 
tained the best of their time-tested 
models. Most, however, have made im- 
provements in design or construction, 
and many have added new features. 
The number of these up-to-the-minute 
motors, and the claims made for them, 
are likely to confuse the man who is 
planning to buy his first outboard. It’s 
a case of not being able to see the woods 
for the trees. However, if the new buy- 
er follows the old fundamental rules of 
motor selection he cannot go far astray. 


Choose the Useful Features 


The procedure is something like this: 
First, you narrow down the field to 
models suitable in size and power for 
your particular boat. Then you con- 
sider the features available on each 
model, decide upon those that you can 
use to advantage, and make your 
choice accordingly. If price is a con- 
sideration you may have to forgo cer- 
tain features, but let it be the non- 
essentials. You should remember, too, 
that the outboard industry is today a 
highly competitive one and that price 
tags reflect value pretty closely. 

Don't be sidetracked by well-meaning 
friends who tell you of “bargains” they 
have got. For example, you may have 
to pay a little more to get a standard- 
make motor, but you'll be much better 
off in the long run. The standard makes 
are the widely advertised ones made by 
established companies, and they may 
be sold through dealers or directly from 
the factory. It’s likely that the manu- 
facturer will be in business for many 
years to come, and that is very im- 
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portant, for it means you'll be able to 
get service and new parts when your 
motor begins to wear. But if a motor 
is produced in job lots for a distributor 
—first by one manufacturing company, 
then by another—it may soon become 
an orphan as far as parts are con- 
cerned. Motors of that type have a 
negligible resale value. 

The standard manufacturers seek 
dealers who really know boats and en- 
gines, and are not merely salesmen. 
Since such a man will be able to ad- 
vise you intelligently, it will pay you 
to see him (or several dealers, for that 
matter) before you make a decision. 
Of course, if there is no dealer in your 
locality you'll have to do the next best 
thing: write to the manufacturers for 
catalogues. 

If you already own a boat that is 
well adapted to the waters on which 
you travel, and is otherwise satisfactory 
for your needs, you need only find an 
engine whose power fits the hull. But 
if you are going to buy a complete out- 
fit, you should first select the boat, or at 
least decide pretty detinitely upon model 
and size. After that, it becomes a mat- 
ter of fitting the motor properly to the 
hull. 

Some boats, you will find, operate well 
with motors of different ratings. Others 
require just the right amount of power 
or they’ll be cranky. One may be fair- 


see ae 
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ly satisfactory when underpowere 
another will prove a great disappoint 
ment. Overpowering—the other ex 
treme—is always bad business. An 
not merely in the matter of spee 
safety is involved. Power alone won 
give you speed since you must have 
hull designed for fast running. A smal] 
skiff designed to take a motor of up t 
5 horsepower will become unstabk 
tricky, and hard to steer with the mor 
powerful motors—even to the point of 
being downright dangerous, particular- 
ly in rough water. 


A Costly, Tricky Outfit 


You'll get very little increase in speed 
perhaps a mile or two an hour, and us¢ 
maybe twice as much fuel. And if you 
try to run the boat at reduced speeds 
most of the time—keeping the extra 
power in reserve—you'll still have a 
tricky outfit because of the increased 
motor weight in the stern. Further- 
more, the motor that is continually run 
at low speeds does not operate satis- 
factorily. 

If you underpower your boat y 
may find it sluggish and hard to handk 
In a skiff, of course, the speed may be 
adequate. But if you underpower a fast 
hull of the planing type you’re pretty 
sure to find it umsatisfactory on all 
counts, for it operates smoothly only

Waterside landowners 
often complain that the wake of fast 
boats damages their beaches and that 
the noise of the outboard disturbs the 
peace. Generally, when restrictions are 
imposed upon outboard-powered boats, 
it is because of these complaints. Then 
if you try to run your fast boat at re- 
duced speeds you'll find that the hull 
roots and pushes water ahead of it 
Having decided upon the proper size 
of motor, you'll want to consider the 
various features now being offered 
You may find some of them quite im- 
portant. For instance, if you’re an 
angler who wants to get into weedy 
waters, you'll want a weedless drive 
Another fisherman may want a model 
with good trolling performance. Or a 
salt-water boatman may decide upon 
an air-cooled, four-cycle outboard, rat! 
er than the conventional two-cycle type 
Another man may prefer the four-cycle 
job because it is lubricated by oil in a 
reservoir (in the same manner as auto- 
mobile engines) instead of by oil in the 
fuel mixture, the usual method of lubri- 
cating an outboard. And if a boat, such 
has extra- 


as an outboard cruiser, an 
high transom, its owner must use a 
motor with a long shaft. 

Will you find the clutch or gear- 


shift an advantage in your boating? 
The gear system—with forward, neu- 
tral, and reverse—appeals to many 
boatmen, while others are content with 
the clutch, which permits idling. And, 
of course, you can always get reverse 
too, by purchasing a _ full-swiveling 
motor. 

There are many other features that 
may appeal to you. But don’t let your- 
self become preoccupied with them until 
you have carefully fitted the motor to 
your hull and to your needs.—J. A. 
Emmett.

When I’m paddling, I like the man 
with me to use the overhead way of 
casting; I’ve been plugged in the head 
several times by fellows using the side- 
swipe technique.

Even in a boat, it is never safe for the 
caster to stand up if either of the two 
is inexperienced.

16-ft. skiff, for example, and under ideal 
conditions, a man who is at all careful 
can stand up and cast with ease and 
safety.

N& that both tachometers and 
speedometers for outboard-pow- 
ered boats are available and easily in- 
stalled, many sportsmen are wondering 
about the difference between the two 
instruments.

The tachometer is the more reliable 
guide to engine performance because 
it shows whether the engine is turning 
up as it should for the amount of 
throttle being used. If the throttle is 
not moved, the effect of other adjust- 
ments to the motor will be shown in- 
stantly on the tachometer dial. 

A speedometer is not as good an index 
to engine performance because wind and 
current can alter speed through water. 
Thus the speedometer may show differ- 
ent speeds under different conditions 
even though the engine is turning at 
the same rate. 

Of course both instruments can be 
installed. The speedometer would show 
tachometer 
would give a convenient check on en- 
gine performance. 

If only one instrument is to be used, 
however, the tachometer is preferable. 
You can use it to check on the engine. 
Also, after comparisons to judge speed 
at various revolutions a minute and 
learning to allow for wind or current, 
you can estimate speed with fair ac- 
curacy.—J. A. E.

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Outhboard-motor Cart 





his two-wheeled cart, recently placed 

on the market, takes most of the 
muscle strain out of the chore of trans- 
porting an outboard motor from boat 
to car or storage place, over rough 
stretches of beach, or even up or down 
steps. 

To a framework of light tubular steel 
are attached two disk wheels with solid- 
rubber tires. The motor clamps to a 
wooden board secured to the frame- 
work. There are two handlebars so 
that the cart and motor can be tipped 
back and wheeled easily. A projecting 
leg enables the cart, with motor still 
attached, to stand alone—as in storage 

but it can be tilted out of the way 
when the cart is being used to transport 
the motor 

There are three sizes to accommodate 
motors up to 71 horsepower, 8 to 12 
and more than 12. 


Adjusting Your Outboard 


Ititude affects the performance of 
L any gasoline engine. If you take 
your outboard motor on a vacation trip 
to a mountain lake, say 4,000 ft. above 
sea level, you will need to set the 
carburetor for a lean mixture in order 
to have the engine run properly under 


conditions related to the low atmos- 
pheric pressure. 
With the usual two-cycle outboard, 


however, this adjustment can result in 
harm to the motor unless a correspond- 
ing change is made in the mixture of oil 


and gas. With less fuel reaching the 
engine, there is danger that its parts 


will not receive the proper amount of 
lubrication. 

It’s a pretty safe rule to increase the 
amount of oil in the fuel mix by as 
much as 25 percent when you do any 
considerable thinning of the carburetor 
mixture. An even better plan would be 
to write in advance to the manufacturer 
of the motor, asking for definite instruc- 
tions in keeping with the particular 
carburetion system installed in your 
motor.—J. A. E.

Each is fitted 
with clamps for securing the drums, 
and with arrangements for bolting the 
sections together. Decking can be se- 
cured atop the frame, and a boathouse 
an be erected on that “foundation” if 
lesired. 


® Indicating growing interest in the 
small houseboat, plans have _ been 
brought out for one powered by an in- 
board engine. Such power usually in- 
creases the draft of the hull; but in this 
ase a tunnel for the propeller shaft is 
built into the V-bottom of the shovel- 
hosed hull. Thus draft is only 20 in.

Well, there’s a/| 
fuel-pump arrangement on the market 
with which you can rig up a separate 
tank. The tube from the pump may 
remain connected to the motor, and the 
pump itself is adaptable to any stand- 
ard gas can. A few strokes are re- 


quired to provide the air pressure 
which forces the mixed fuel to the 
motor. However, it’s not necessary to 


stop the motor in order to transfer the 
fuel, and the job is an easy one com- 
pared with refilling a motor’s tank in 
rough water. 


@ A low-priced boat speedometer is 
now available for outboard craft. The 
underwater fitting can be easily at- 
tached and enough tubing is supplied 
so that the dial can be mounted well 
forward in the boat. 


@ The inside of your boat is kept dry 
automatically by a new boat pump. A 
small propeller suspended over the side 
works the diaphragm-type pump. Un- 
like some patent bailers fitted in speed- 
boats, it does not require high speed 
through the water to activate it. It 
might even work away by itself when 
the boat is left at a dock or an anchor- 
age in reasonably fast current. 


@ Of particular interest to boat owners 
is a new two-wheeled camp trailer. 
When closed for road travel, the body is 
designed to carry a boat of good size 
such as an outboard utility or runabout. 
At a campsite, after the boat has been 
removed, the trailer opens up to serve 
as a tentlike camp with bunks and a 
table arrangement. The combination is 
ideal for camping overnight alongside a 
lake or stream.—J. A. E. 


Powdered Resin Glue 
esin glue, now sold in a powdered 
form which is easy to mix and ap- 

ply, has a lot of uses in boatbuilding. 

Indeed, since it’s waterproof, it’s the 

only glue that should be used for the 

permanent bonding of two pieces of 

wood. It has limitations, however. 
Resin glue may not be best for use on 

wood which will be subjected to the 


| expanding and shrinking caused by al- 


ternate wetting and drying. It shouldn't 
be used, for example, to build up wide 
sections such as a transom or stern 
member. True enough, you can do a 
nice job of gluing a number of pieces 
together to make up the total width of 
the transom. But the natural tendency 
of wood is to come and go, if ever so 
slightly, as water soaks in or dries out. 

The resin glue would retain its hold, 


| but this might cause the planks to check 


midway between the glued seams. Such 
checks are bound to become cracks— 
which are difficult to fill. 

Heavy paint or liquid-type marine 
glue (which has no great adhesive 
qualities) serve much better when the 
bond will be in contact with water. 
Either the paint or marine glue will 
permit the wood to come and go natur- 
ally. Although the seams may open 
and close, any crack that leaks can be 
caulked or filled.—J. A. E.

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Get the Right Plywood 


Question: Marine-type plywood is very ex- 
pensive and also difficult to obtain in my vicin- 
ity. Would it be all right to use the regular 
type in parts of a boat that do not come in 
contact with water—seats, dashboard, flooring, 
etc.? I’d finish such parts with marine varnish. 
—John W. Dey, Pa. 


Answer: Ordinary plywood is worthless any- 
where about a boat, including cabin interiors. 
The so-called ‘exterior’ grade should stand up 
where it is not in direct contact with water, 
because it is laminated with resin glue, which 
is resistant to water. True marine plywood, 
however, is likely to be made of better stock and 
free of knots and defects even in the core 
layers. 

But the ordinary type is unsatisfactory, even 
when coated with marine varnish or paint, for 
the moisture in the air will cause the lami- 
nations (or layers) to separate. 

If you want to use the exterior grade, look for 
the word “exterior” imprinted on the edge of 
the sheet. If you're in doubt, take a small piece 
of the plywood and boil it in water for half an 
hour or so; if the layers don’t peel apart you 
can be pretty sure you have a resin-bonded 
grade. —J. A. E. 


To Bend or Twist Wood 


Question: Can cedar be bent readily in con- 
structing a small boat?—Harlow Burt, La. 


Answer: White cedar takes the bends usually 
made in planking a small boat—that is, if it’s 
a good clear grade, free of knots, cracks, and 
cross grain. However, if it must take a twist 
as well, it may be necessary to wrap the mem- 
ber in burlap and soak it with boiling water 
until the wood is softened.—J. A. E. 


A Problem in Calking 


Question: Recently I bought a _ round-bot- 
tomed rowboat which has been out of the water 
2 years. The planking is shrunk up, and the 
talking is loose. I plan to repair it for in- 
and-out-of-water service. 

Should I remove the old paint, calk the 
Seams, and refinish the surfaces before putting 
the boat into the water? Would swelling then 
cause the planking to buckle? Or should I 
Soak the wood so that it will swell before I 
calk the seams? 

The problem is complicated because each 
time I use the boat I don’t want to waste a 
few days while the planking swells. At the 
Same time, I don’t want to cover the bottom 
with canvas because it might not withstand 
rough treatment going over booms and through 
drifting wood on the northern Maine rivers. 
Ps it do you suggest?—Wilfred M. Watson,

Answer: You do have a rather complicated 
Problem. Much depends upon how the seams 
were originally made up. In most of the small 
round-bottomed, smooth-planked boats, the edges 
are not fully calked with cotton or candle- 
wicking. Instead they are shaped or compressed

As the planks soak and expand, 
filler will probably be shoved out of the bot- 
tom seams. In that case simply shave 
seams smooth again. At other points the planks 


may not tighten sufficiently and there'll be leaks. | 


Mark the defective seams. Then, after the boat 
has been out of the water a few days, scrape 
out the filler and force in a strand of candle- 
wicking soaked in heavy white-lead paint or, 
better still, liquid marine glue. Then cover the 
candlewicking with the seam composition and 
touch it up with paint. 
ually eliminate the cause of most leaks. 


Here are a few other tips that may be help- 


ful: 
inside and out. There won’t be such a tendency 
for the seams to open since the light color will 
reflect rather than absorb heat. Another idea: 
When you must take the boat out of water, keep 
it out of the hot sun. 
lay a couple of burlap bags on the bottom (or 
over the bottom if the boat is turned over) and 
hose them down occasionally. 

If these methods don’t work satisfactorily you 
have two alternatives. Cover the boat with 
canvas—and take a chance on the fabric with- 
standing rough usage—or sell the craft to some- 
one who will be keeping it in the water most 
of the time. In the latter case, you could then 
get a molded plywood or an aluminum boat, 
either of which is satisfactory for your hard in- 
and-out-of-water service.—J. A. E. 


To Prevent Splitting 


Question: How can I prevent the planks in 
a lapstreak boat from splitting? Mine is a new 
one of unfinished white cedar, copper-riveted. It 
will be in the water during most of the boating | 


| season. I'd like to keep the natural color on the 
| outside but don’t care particularly about the in-

side. This type of boat seems to have a tendency 
to split its planking, and I'd like to 
measures to prevent that.—J. Titerence, Pa. 


Answer: Using wood that is well seasoned— 
naturally, not kiln-dried—is the best insurance 
against checking. I have not run into a great 
deal of it in boats made of white cedar or 
juniper, copper-fastened. Paint will give better 
protection than varnish, but I would not hesi- 
tate to use the latter if I preferred a bright 
finish. 

Apply at least three coats, allowing plenty of 
time between coats to let them set up. Do your 
varnishing in a temperature of not less than 
60 degrees, applying a good marine grade as it 
do not thin even for the 


| first coat. 


You do not mention what you plan to use on 
the bottom. You'd be asking a good deal of 
varnish to stand up there if the boat is to be 
in the water most of the time.

An All-wood Canoe 


Question: I'd like to build a canoe for use in 
fast water and would prefer an all-wood type 
rather than a canvas-covered model, since the 
canvas might be damaged by snags or rocks. 
What is your opinion? Is it a type that an 
amateur can construct? Are plans available?— 
Carl E. Peterson, Mont. 


All canoe plans that I know of are 
for the canvas-covered type. Very few, if any, 
all-wood canoes are produced in this country, 
even by professional builders, although they are 
still made in Canada.

and their major influences 


century weapons and equipment— 

and a gun dog whose traits and 
methods are old as the pyramids. The 
contrast is an interesting one. It’s in- 
structive, too, although the ultramodern 
hunter may be abashed to learn that the 
ancient Egyptians and Greeks could 
tell him plenty about training and work- 
ing hunting dogs. 

In the really old days, the hunting dog 
was an economic necessity. Rugged, 
probably half-savage animals helped the 
cave man locate and kill game for food. 
Ages later, when men began to es- 
tablish themselves as farmers and herd- 
ers, the dogs were trained as guardians 
of cattle and sheep. Undoubtedly, too, 
they went along when their masters, 
armed with clubs or spears, set out to 
bag a meal or rid the range of savage 
predators. 

Just where the cave man got his dog 
in the first place is a pretty large ques- 
tion. Perhaps there'll never be a posi- 
tive answer. But there’s lots of room 
for speculation. Many sportsmen may 
have the notion that their setter or 
retriever descended from some wild 
species such as the wolf. There are 
other theories that the hunting dog 
stems directly from certain wild dogs 
of Australia, India, or Africa. In my 
opinion, however, the evidence indicates 
the dog is a distinct species, although, 
of course, it was modified and improved 
through selective breeding and judicious 
crosses. 

First record of the use of dogs purely 
for sport is found in Egypt, where the 
history of long-dead civilizations can be 
read in sculpture and inscriptions on 
tombs. In those times, thousands of 
years before the Christian era, many 
kings and noblemen were real sports- 
men. The chariots in which they pur- 
sued game, and their crude weapons, 
were a far cry from modern gear. But 
their zest for the chase was unexcelled. 
And, it might be added, so were their 
dogs. 

The Egyptians used fleet, lithe cours- 
ers which were strikingly similar to 
present-day greyhounds and hunted in 
similar fashion. Running ahead of char- 
iots driven by richly garbed huntsmen, 
they overtook the speedy antelope and 
pulled it down. The same scene (minus 
the chariots and flowing robes) can be 
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(| exntur sportsman uses twentieth- 


witnessed in the American Southwest 
today. 

An excellent carving of this type of 
courser was found on a 6,000-year-old 
tomb in the valley of the Nile. The dog 
is a distinct greyhound type, but with 
a tightly ringed tail. Three scenes pre- 
served inside the tomb show the dogs 
hunting deer and antelope. 

The saluki, another breed which can 
claim at least the antiquity of the grey- 
hound, was well known when Alexander 
the Great swept through India in 329 
B.C. Carvings of the salukis and mum- 
mified remains have also been found— 
fitting honors for a breed known as the 
royal dog of Egypt. Arabs considered 
the animals sacred. 

The saluki is very similar to the grey- 
hound in conformation. The principal 
differences are the saluki’s drooping 
ears covered with silky hair, and a long 
tail, carried low and well feathered on 
the inside. Like the greyhounds, salukis 
were used as coursers. 

As might be expected, some of the 
early sportsmen found chasing antelope 
or deer a rather tame pastime. They 
considered the lion and the wild boar 
more fitting game. And to assist them 
on the hunt they had huge dogs noted 
for fighting spirit, gaping mouths, and 
powerful, muscular builds. This breed 
was known as the Molossian, a name 
derived from a district of ancient Greece 
where the dog was especially popular. 

Sketches of the Molossian made in 
667 B.C., and a well-preserved clay 
model, show an animal with a clean-cut 
muzzle and a build somewhat like that 
of the modern Great Dane. Undoubted- 
ly early authors exaggerated when it 
came to describing size; the dogs prob- 
ably stood about 30 in. high at the 
shoulder. But there’s no doubt as to 


their courage and ferocity. Many were 
brought to Rome and matched against

wild beasts in the arena. One Roman 
emperor is said to have pitted a Molos 
sian against a bull elephant—and th: 
dog won! 

It seems reasonable to suppose tha 
the Molossian, unlike greyhounds and 
salukis, had at least fair scenting power 
When a lion or wild boar is flushed from 
cover it moves fast. And the dogs 
would have to follow the track, by scent, 
over long stretches of hot sand and sun- 
scorched rock. 

A fourth breed, used by both Egyp- 
tians and Assyrians, most certainly 
possessed a keen power of scent. Carv- 
ings on tablets found at Nineveh, in 
Assyria, show long-eared dogs of typi- 
cal hound conformation, scenting with 
noses close to the ground. 


And They’re Still With Us! 


There were, then, at least four types 
of hunting dogs in the ancient civiliza- 
tions. In fact, the two breeds of cours- 
ers, the lion dogs, and the trackers, with 
certain modifications, continue to exist 
today. The greyhound and the saluki are 
practically unchanged. I consider the 
great Dane a direct descendant of the 
Molossian. Modern hounds descended 
from the early trackers. Other present- 
day breeds, it may be assumed, derived 
from these four original types. 

Some may have the impression that 
early hunters were a rather rude lot 
and that they knew very little about 
their dogs. Nothing could be farther 
from the truth. The men who designed 
the pyramids, who built the temples and 
aqueducts, and excelled in philosophy, 
mathematics, government, and litera- 
ture, were also enthusiastic sportsmen. 
They evaluated their dogs shrewdly and 
were well aware of their capabilities. 

Xenophon, a Greek philosopher and 
historian who lived 400 years before the

Different terrain, weapons, and methods but—in those days as now—the same courser 
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birth of Christ, wrote A Treatise on 
Hunting which compares favorably with 
any modern work. Describing the 
methods of hounds used to hunt the 
hare, he discusses silent trailers, pot- 
terers, and false-scenters. Good rabbit 
hounds, he says, “must be easily called 
off from beaten tracks” and “they 
should pursue vigorously ... with great 
noise and barking.”’ Like modern train- 
ers, he warns against letting rabbit 
hounds become fascinated by the scent 
of foxes. “It is a great means of spoil- 
ing them,” he writes, ‘and they lose 
their readiness to follow where you re- 
quire.’’ Xenophon is equally instructive 
on dogs suited for hunting larger game. 


In the Path of Migrations 


As such writings indicate, the early 
rabbit hounds, bird dogs, and boar 
trackers had many of the character- 
istics found in modern dogs. Except for 
the coursers, however, their conforma- 
tion was probably much different and 
the breeds were not nearly so special- 
ized. The specific crosses which pro- 
duced the forebears of our own gun 
dogs can’t be traced. We do know, how- 
ever, that migrations from the East 
took a westward course along the Medi- 
terranean to Spain, and then north into 
Europe. The four hunting breeds un- 
doubtedly went along with the warriors, 
traders, and settlers. There were also 
dogs in the areas reached by the migra- 
tions. Although they were probably a 
mixed lot, crosses between them and the 
dogs from the East established many 
varied types. 

As I’ve said, it’s no easy matter to 
trace the influence of the original 
breeds. It would, for example, be diffi- 
cult to link the Egyptian tracker to 
European dogs and then list the crosses 
that resulted in the bloodhound. But 
some such mating must have occurred. 
At first, hunters who required scenting 
ability cared nothing for the hounds’ 
conformation, color, or uniformity of 
appearance. They simply selected the 
best scenters and bred them. These 
keen-nosed dogs were known as sleuth 
hounds and, because they followed the 
blood trail of wounded game, the name 
bloodhound was derived. Selective 
breeding finally resulted in the modern 
bloodhound. The dogs are not often 
used in hunting today because they’re

Although the pointing pause could be 


encouraged, if not actually taught, it 
was noticed that some of the dogs 
pointed naturally. These individuals 


were highly prized, particularly after it 
was discovered that the trait could be 
passed on, through breeding, to suc- 
ceeding generations. 

In the early 1700’s, Spanish pointers 
were crossed with English pointers. 
This breeding experiment was soon 
abandoned because the Spanish dogs 
were too heavy for English taste. But 
the cross strengthened the pointing in- 
stinct in the English dogs. In France 
and Germany, Spanish pointers were 
popular for years. Since they were used 
to track large game, their slowness was 
not a disadvantage and they were 
rugged enough to tangle with the 
quarry. However, as hunting require- 
ments changed, sportsmen on the conti- 
nent wanted a lighter, faster dog and 
the Spanish pointer was the basis of 
the crossing experiments that pro- 
duced it. 

The origin of the spaniel is also ob- 
scure, although the breed was very im- 
portant both in England and on the 
Whether similar dogs had 
migrated from the East is not known, 
but it’s generally conceded that the 
first came into prominence in 
Spain—as the name spaniel very clear- 
ly implies. 

One of the earliest records of the 
spaniel as a hunting breed dates from 
1387, when a French nobleman wrote 
a book which later was translated into 
English. Use of the spaniel in conjunc- 
tion with hawks was fully described. 


| The dog would flush the birds and the 





hawks would be released to capture 
them. Spaniels also were used to locate 
four-footed game, and then greyhounds 
were released to run them down. 

In another volume, written in 1570, 
spaniels are divided into two classes 
those used with falcons, and those re- 
served for waterfowling. The former 
type was called the setter; the latter 
strain, the finder, or water spaniel. 
Although spaniels have been bred to 


| type and have been vastly improved 


since those early times, their character- 


| istics have remained pretty much the 
| Same. 





As these remarks on the more mod- 
ern breeds indicate, an inquiry into 
origins involves many breaks in the 
chain of evidence. And some important 
links are missing. But enough facts are 
available to make speculation interest- 
ing—and, in my opinion at least, they 
reveal the very considerable debt which 
we sportsmen owe to the past.—C. 
Blackburn Miller.

Frustrated hunter wrote 

Wisconsin Conservation Depart- 

ment at end of recent deer season: 
“Item No. 6 under current deer-hunting 
regulations reads as follows: ‘Any per- 
son in this state having lawfully killed 
a deer may have in possession and con- 
sume the meat thereof in his own fam- 
ily, but must leave the tag locked there- 
to.’ I have tried deer tag with salt and 
pepper, catchup, horse-radish, and 
Worcestershire sauce. In all forms it is 
completely inedible. I suggest either a 
revision of the regulations or sugges- 
tions for a method of preparing palata- 
ble deer tag.” 

Dangerous sport. Bill Grover, Iola, 
Kans., according to Shawnee Sports- 
men, Inc., took some friends coyote 
hunting. When they entered his car, he 
handed one friend a _ target pistol. 
Friend pulled trigger, shot a _ hole 
through car dashboard. At end of hunt, 
another friend pulled shotgun into car 
after him, joggled trigger, shot hole in 
car roof. One coyote was killed. The 
hunters lived, but car is a sight... 
Durable squirrel. Lyman J. Doll, Mis- 
souri Conservation Agent, reports fe- 
male gray squirrel fell 600 ft. down 
vertical air-vent shaft at the Pim mine 
near Flat River, Mo. Vent is about 6 in. 
in diameter. Squirrel probably took to 
itas refuge from predator. Squirrel lost 
all toenails and pads from feet, had 
front teeth broken—but it lived. 


Castor beans poison Canadas. About 
100 Canada geese in Maryland died 
mysteriously last winter. U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service found geese had fed 
upon sacked castor beans that appar- 
ently had been thrown overboard from 
a freight steamer and had drifted to 
Shore. State Game and Inland Fish 
Commission at once took steps to dis- 
pose of the waste material . . . Duck- 
ology. Last spring mallard hen hatched 
brood near steps of Milwaukee, Wis., 
Riverview School.

Big Wisconsin deer kill. Estimated 
that deer bagged in Wisconsin last sea- 
son numbered 150,000 to 200,000, with 
figures incomplete. Hunter success of 
better than 50 percent is indicated... 
West Virginia deer kill. Official figures 
show that 1949 deer bag in West Vir- 
ginia totaled 6,457 for an 8-day season. 
Tucker County led with kill of 771. Lion 
killer. Giles Goswick, Mayer, Ariz., re- 
cently raised his score on mountain 
lions to 557. 
out of mining shaft where it had hidden. 

Exotic deer. Deer-kill reports for 
1949 from Massachusetts show that of 
a total of 29 deer checked on island of 
Martha’s Vineyard, 13 were fallow deer, 
not white-tails. Fallow deer are a spe- 
cies introduced from Europe .. . South 
Dakota’s wild goats. Game agents re- 
port large number of domesticated goats 
gone wild, now ranging Black Hills. 
Same region has about 300 mountain 
goats, descended from several that es- 
caped from Custer State Park in the 
1930's. 


Sea-otter comeback. Almost extinct 
some years back, under rigid protec- 
tion the rare and valuable sea otter is 
coming back. Number now estimated 
at more than 8,000. U. S. Fish and Wild- 
life Service plans to live-trap a few and 
start new colonies along Alaska coast. 
Navy and Coast Guard patrols have 
virtually wiped out poaching. 

Lawbreakers pay. Last November 
more than 900 conservation-law viola- 
tors in New York State paid total of 
$25,900 in fines. Massachusetts busi- 
ness man, with party of five others, got 
pinched in Ohio for breaking game 
laws, was fined $4,527, served jail term.

Here’s One for 
the Fly Book 


JT Yor at least twenty-five centuries 
there’s been talk of how, in one 
of the earliest beauty contests 

on record, Paris of Troy awarded 

the golden apple to the goddess 

Venus as the fairest of the fair—and 

in so doing embroiled all ancient 

Greece in the Trojan War. 

Since then there have been count- 
less other disputes involving ques- 
tions where one man’s opinion is as 
good as the next. Seems it’s human 
nature to want to award the palm, 
the laurel wreath, the Oscar, the 
brown derby—and to wrangle over 
whether it went to the right person. 

Similarly, every so often somebody 
compiles a list of the ten best-dressed 
men, the 100 greatest novels, the six 
most dangerous game animals, or the 
world’s worst camp cooks. Ordinarily 
the compiler gets more brickbats 
than bouquets, but when Ray Berg- 
man gives with a list of the basic wet 
flies for trout, as he did last month 
or of the basic dry flies, as he does 
in this issue—he’s not just talking 
off the cuff. He's in a position to 
know the score, for he’s kept tabs on 
the situation for years, and he’s 
checked with other seasoned anglers. 

There may be disagreement, to be 
sure, but this much we can vouch 
for: Study those handsome full-color 
illustrations of the flies he recom- 
mends, stock up accordingly, follow 
the hints he gives in his department 
articles on how to use them, and you 
won't go very far wrong! 


Treasury there stands a bal- 
ance of $13,500,000 due the 
sportsmen of America. 

Under the provisions of the Pitt- 
man-Robertson Act, revenue derived 
from excise taxes on sporting arms 
and ammunition is earmarked to 
help the states pay for wildlife-resto- 
ration work. In the decade that the 
Act has been in effect, sportsmen 
have paid $13,500,000 more in taxes 
on guns and shells than Congress has 
appropriated for aid to the states. 

For the last few years Congress 
has made a practice of appropriating 
each year the full amount of the esti- 
mated tax receipts for that year. 
This has been about $10,000,000, and 
state game commissions have keyed 
their wildlife-restoration programs 
accordingly. These programs include 
many worth-while projects requiring 
continuing support. 

Now the revenue derived from 
taxes on firearms and ammunition 
has declined sharply.

()' the books of the United States 
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than $8,000,000. If Pittman-Robert- 
son allotments to the states are de- 
creased proportionately, many prom- 
ising long-range projects will have to 
be abandoned—most of them with 
almost complete loss of the money 
already invested in them. 

To avert this curtailment of our 
national wildlife-restoration effort, it 
is suggested that Congress continue 
to appropriate $10,000,000 a year for 
aid to the states, with the provision 
that in future years, when the tax 
revenue falls below that amount the 
credit balance on the Treasury books 
will be drawn on to make up the dif- 
ference, while in years in which the 
tax revenue is more than $10,000,- 
000, the excess will be added to the 
balance. 

OUTDOOR LIFE maintains that this 
is the wisest use that could be made 
of the 13,500,000 tax dollars the fed- 
eral government owes the sportsmen 
of the country. It would assure the 
orderly, uninterrupted carrying on of 
our national wildlife-restoration pro- 
gram in the critical years ahead. 
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Court Shields Sportsmen Who Do Duty 


able importance to the future of 

— game-law enforcement, a court 
in a Midwestern state recently ruled 
that a conservation officer cannot be 
required to divulge the source of con- 
fidential information given him about 
violations. 

The ruling resulted from an at- 
tempt to put such an officer on the 
witness stand and compel him to re- 
veal the nature of the information he 
had received about a certain case, to- 
gether with the identity of his in- 
formant. 

This the officer refused to do, and 
the court upheld him, clearly estab- 
lishing the principle that any person 
who has information about conserva- 
tion-law violations can report his 
knowledge, beliefs, or suspicions to 
a conservation officer with assurance 
that the matter will be treated con- 


Qing a precedent of consider- 


fidentially, even within a court of law. 

That strikes us as a sane and wise 
ruling, one that should go far to 
make the path of the violators more 
thorny than ever. Game and fish- 
law violators are, as we have said 
repeatedly, common thieves. It is 
time they were treated as such, in 
court as well as elsewhere. 

Informing on such violators used 
to be regarded as “squealing,” and 
looked upon with contempt. Now, 
fortunately, it is considered by 
thoughtful, law-abiding sportsmen as 
a plain and simple duty, in the in- 
terests of safeguarding their own 
sport. 

This court ruling serves to give 
legal protection to all who make it 
their business to report violations to 
the nearest conservation officer, com- 
plete with details. May it stiffen their 
backbones as they do their duty!
